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Got That Achy Feeling? You May Be Catching The Flu

Got that achy feeling? Your muscles 


hurt as If you just decided to do your 
yoga exercises for the first time In a 
year last night? How about your throat 
— sore? 


If your answer to one or more of these 


questions Is yes, chances are you cither 
have the flu or are well on your way to 
catching It. 


But even If you don't feel good, you 


shouldn't feel alone. Though the Cook 
County Public Health Department re- 
ports only eight confirmed (laboratory) 
cases of A-2 Influenza (London and Asiat- 
ic strains) In the Chicago metropolitan 


area, reports from schools, businesses 
and hospitals In the Northwest suburban 
area, show that a lot of people arc home 
sick with what they call the flu. 


MANY OF THE hospitals In the area 


arc crowded, but only some of the crowd- 
Ing is due to people coming In with flu 
symptoms. Lutheran General Hospital In 
Park Ridge "Is full to capacity," accord- 
Ing to a spokesman, but only some of this 
Is due to the flu. "There are some people 
with certain chronic conditions who have 
been forced to come to the hospital be- 
cause of weakness due to the flu, how- 
ever," the spokesman said. 


At Alcxlan Brothers Medical Center In 


Elk Grove Village, the story was about 
the same. "We now only have one of our 
medical-surgical beds available," said 
Robin Leach, director of public relations 
for the hospital. "However, we do. not 
have people In our solarlums. Those we 
hold for emergency situations. 


"We do have a substantial percentage 


of patients here with what they term 
overlay of flu complications, upper respi- 
ratory infections, pneumonia and gas- 
tritis," said Miss Leach. "Normally, the 
London flu Itself doesn't bring people into 
the hospital. If there's a complication, 
that's when we'd see them," she ex- 
plained. 


• Though people may not be coming Into 
the hospitals with the flu, they are stay- 
ing home. "Absenteeism is up and it has 
been because of the flu," reported a 
spokesman for River Trails School Dist 


' 26 in Mount Prospect. "But we don't 
know if it's the London flu because they 
don't go to the doctor." However, "we do 
have two known cases of the London flu 
from the junior high school," the spokes- 
man said. 


THOUGH THE absenteeism kt Pala- 


tine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 is not 
"alarming" at this time, "we are keep- 
ing tabs on it," said Deputy Supt. Joe 
Kisvka. From a spot check of the four 


junior high schools In the district, Kisvka 
.reported "about one or two per cent over 
the usual absentee rate at three of the 
schools. However, at Gray M. Sanborn 
School in Palatine, the absentee rate was 
unusually high, almost 10 per cent over 
the norm. . 


Unlike many school districts, figures 


on actual cases of flu among students 
were non-existent in Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist. 54. "I have no figures," said 
Jim Briggs, director of special services. 
But, "if there were a significant level, 
we'd know about it The nurses would 
tell us," Briggs said. 


Elk Grov.e Township Dist. 59 had a 


slight increase in substitute teachers. 
Though the district usually uses only 
about 15 to 20 substitutes, the number 
needed in the last several days has been 
closer to 30, a spokesman reported. 


MOST BUSINESSES do not take a tal- 


ly of the number of employes who call in 
sick daily, but comments from nurses of 
medical departments at several firms re- 
veal that the flu is just as prevalent 
among employes as among students. 
"It's been high," said Toni Paul, a nurse

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Plastic Garbage 
Bag Program 
May Go Citywide 


DCS Plaincs plastic garbage bag pro- 


gram will cover the entire city by next 
year, if the proposed garbage disposal 
budget is approved. 


The city council's sanitation committee 


has recommended n $28,000 stcpup In the 
program which will add another 9,000 
homes by 1974. 


About 5,200 homes, or one-third of the 


city, currently use plastic bags, which 
were started on test routes in 1970. 


Use of the bags, which is voluntary, 


has spurred "form letter" protests by 
homeowners in several areas of the city. 


THE PROPOSED gtrbnge fund budget 


shows an $18,000 increase for 1973. Esti- 
mated labor cost Increase Is $14,000. 


Cost of garbage disposal and refuse 


sacks wilt jump about $17,500, according 
to the proposed budget. Total budget will 
be $608,293. 


"We asked the finance committee to 


speed things up after deciding we are 
still In favor of the program," said Aid. 
Daniel Klssllngcr (4th), sanitation com- 
mittee chairman. "The sooner the entire 
city is covered, the better we will be." 


Des Plaincs will spend about $72,500 to 


distribute 50 garbage bags, wrapping 
wire and a bag stand to some 9,000 
homes this year. About $44,302.50 was 
spent last year to expand the program. 


CHASE CONTENDED that partial uso 


of tins bags since 1970 has stabilized gar- 
bage collection costs here. Tho city's 
garbage truck fleet and number of sani-

"There arc many reasons for the pro-

ONE 3RD WARD homeowner dis- 


tributed about 200 copies of a letter pro- 
testing the cans in October. Since then, 
the city has received 300 more forms 
from the 3rd and 7th Wards criticizing 
the program, Chose said. 


The letters object to: difficulty in 


"wriggling ... large store bags ... into 
too small and not at all puncture-proof 
plastic bags"; time required to compact 
cartons to fit them into the bags; cost of 
purchasing bags; environmental prob- 
lems because the bags are not biodegra- 
dable. 


"We resent being forced Into a captive 


market for the benefit of both the manu- 
facturer and local merchants who .... 
will certainly and progressively increase 
our bag cost," one letter stated. 


City officials originally discussed a 


mandatory b ag program, banning all 
garbage cans. Klssllngcr said the current 
voluntary program probably will contin- 
ue.

A Clear Day Is A Bad Day To Them 


"Thunderstorms and lightning are 


beautiful," says Joseph Jobst, science 
teacher at Maine West High School in 
DCS Plalnes. Most of the students in his 
earth science class agree with him. 


Tho first semester of the earth science 


course Is spent studying meteorology, the 
science of weather forecasting. Students 
operate the Maine West weather station, 
a branch of the United States Weather 
Bureau. 
. Classroom time is most often spent 
studying the formation and origin of 
storms. "To us a clear day is a bad 
day," says Jobst 


According to statistics complied by stu- 


dents for 1972, there were only 101 clear 
days all year. The average number of 
clear days each year is 201 based on 


.records kept by earth science students 
since the weather station was construct- 
ed in 1961. 


Last year was also unusual in the 


amount of rain recorded at the Maine 
West station. The average is 32.41 inches 
of rain a year but last year 51.65 inches 
were recorded plus 60.80 Inches of snow. 


EACH DAY, two students read the in- 


struments at the weather station, located 
in a wire enclosure on the north side of 
the school building and report back to 
the class. The daily reports are plotted 
on a chart showing air temperature, at- 
mospheric pressure, wind direction and 
speed, sky conditions, cloud types and 
precipitation. Placed side by side along 
one wall of the classroom, the charts 
form a continuous line showing changes 


in weather conditions during the month. 


As a term project, students compile 


the daily reports over a five-month peri- 
od. Each year Jobst holds a contest, ask- 
ing each student to guess the date and 
hour of the first snowfall. This year's 
winner guessed Nov. 14 and won an out- 
door thermometer. 


Basically, weather is predicted by 


reading a barometer, which measures at- 
mospheric pressure, says Jobst When 
barometer readings go up, the air is usu- 
ally cold and heavier than warm ah*. By 
adding humidity readings, cloud types, 
wind speed and direction, a good mete- 
orologist can usually predict the weather 
one or two days in advance. 


Weather within a 50-mile radius of Chi- 


cago almost always is affected by Lake 


Michigan which makes predictions a 
little less accurate, says Jobst In the 
winter, the lake doesn't freeze until late 
in the season, so the air over the lake 
tends to be warmer than the air over the 
land. The mixture of the two ilr tem- 
peratures often builds humidity In the air 
resulting in snow, he says. Fortunately, 
winter winds in this area usually blow 
toward the lake, so Michigan gets most 
of the snow storms. 


TORNADOES ARE caused by the mix- 


ture of lake ah- and land air in the sum- 
mer, says Jobst On a hot, sultry sum- 
mer day, the warm air from the land 
mixes with the cool ah* blowing on shore 
from the lake.

The pilot of an Ill-fated North Central 


Airliner In which 10 persona died Dec. 20 
at O'Haro Airport testified for almost 
three hours yesterday before a board of 
Inquiry. 


Capt. Ordcll Nordscth, pilot of North 


Central night 575, told the board, "I saw 
tho Delta aircraft, but It was already too 
laic. Tho only thing wo could do was to 
try to make It over tho top." 


Nordieth was testifying in the second 


day of hearings by the Notional Trans- 
portatlon Safety Board (NTSB) Into the 
cause of the crash that occurred on Run- 
way 27R In a heavy fog. Delta Capt. Rob- 
ert McDowell, pilot of tho other craft, 
testified Wednesday. 


Nordscth said ho and his first officer, 


who was actually flying tho plane, were 
making a normal toko off with a report- 
ed quartcr-mllo of visibility. 


"That is until wo sighted tho other 


craft. Wo.tried to got over It. Both I and 
my co-pilot tried to get as much altitude 
ns possible. 
i 


THE PILOT'S testimony was apparent- 


ly confirmed In a text of tho recordings 
from tho Intro-cockpit tapo recorder. 
Nordscth gave the command to "rotate" 
(start taking the craft up) and tho next 
words over tho recorder wero "pull 'cr 
up."

of a heavy click and someone in the 
cockpit saying "Dear God." After that 
there were sounds of two more impacts 
and the recording ended. 
, Nordscth told officials there was noth- 
ing ho could do after the tint impact but 


try to land the jet, which he said had one 
engine on fire. "I could not see the 
ground, but I had to come down," he 
sold. 


Nordscth said he then left the cockpit, 


and began helping people' from the 
strlckened airliner. He later went back 
into the aircraft and helped two other 
people out of the plane. 


He was burned on the left side of his 


face when he rcentered the plane. 


FEDERAL AVIATION Administration 


officials questioned the pilot as to why 
the emergency lighting system aboard 
the jet did not operate. He told them he 
did not know, but all switches were on 
and the lights were armed during a pre- 
fllght check. 


FAA officials were also critical of the 


captain's decision to take off in the fog. 


"How do you know you had a quarter- 


mile of visibility?" asked FAA spokes- 
man Charles Peters. "I knew because 
the tower told me. I have no way of 
knowing unless they OK the takeoff," 
said Nordscth. 


Tho tower had delayed the flight twice 


earlier because the fog was not at legal 
limits. 


Nordscth was also questioned on the 


operations at O'Hare airport in terms of 
procedures and words to describe areas 
of the airport. 


The pilot said, "The words are-differ- 


ent, but I fly in here enough to under- 


stand everything said by the tower. 
There were no problems the night of the 
crash." 


THE FAA also tried to put Nordseth in 


the shoes of the Delta pilot. However, 
after several objections from other avia- 
tion groups over the FAA quatlon, Nord- 
seth said, "I am not in a plane now and 
I can't answer your questions." 


Nordseth was continually asked to put 


himself in hypothetical situations by the 
FAA and the other groups present kept 
objecting. The constant exchange be- 
tween the groups became so argumenta- 
tive that when Nordseth completed his 
testimony the spokesmen from the 5 
groups were warned by the board chair- 
man to stop fighting. 


The four-man board of inquiry will con- 


tinue hearings today, with tentative 
plans calling for them to move to Wash- 
ington D.C. next week. 


"We are moving too slow and the cost 


of keeping the entire NTSB team in Chi- 
cago over the weekend would be too 
great. Most of us live in Washington," 
said a spokesman.

Leap was tho pilot of an Air National 


Guard tanker that was Involved In a sim- 
ilar Incident with a North Central Air- 
lines plane Nov. 24. The tanker clipped 
the tall section of the North Central pas- 
senger Jet as It crossed Its path. on 
takeoff. 


"Wo were given clearance for take off 


on Runway 2211 and as we came down tho 
runway wo saw the North Central jet 
landing on Runway ML.Whcn we asked 
tho tower what ho was doing about tho 
plane we got no answer so wo made an 
emergency take off," said Leap, who Is 
also employed as a second officer for 
United Airlines. 


Loop said he thought the tanker missed 


tho jetliner but 30 minutes later was told 
by tho O'Haro Control Tower that con- 
tact was made with tho aircraft. The 
only damage to tho tanker was a broken 
radio antenna.

he could have stopped his tanker on the 
ground. It was loaded with 31,000 pounds 
of aviation gas, plus 16,000 pounds of its 
own fuel.

a "systems failure" in the controlling 
system, according to FAA officials. Leap 
was commanded by both the board and 
aviation officials present at the hearings 
for the way he and his crew handled tho 
incident.

More than 100 parents, teachers and 


students attended a hearing on student 
smoking rules at Maine Township High 
School Dlst. 207 in the Maine East High 
School auditorium Wednesday night. 


The majority of the parents and teach- 


ers who spoke said the board of educa- 
tion should not succumb to student pres- 
sure and allow student smoking. Most of 
the students who spoke disagreed. 


Board members turned down a student 


request for a smoking lounge last August 
supporting a school policy which says 
students caught smoking on school 
grounds will be suspended for three 
days. Lost year more students were sus- 
pended for smoking than for any other 
infraction. 


As a result, students smoke illegally In 


school washrooms which are difficult for 
teachers and administrators to super- 
vise. Washrooms become littered with 
cigarette butts and ashes. Dan Grip- 
po, student council president at Maine 
East High School, gave board members 
petitions signed by parents, students, 
teachers and legislators, requesting an 
open hearing on the smoking issue. Grip- 
po charged during a board meeting in 
November, that student smoking is caus- 
ing a health problem in- the washrooms 
and a smoking lounge should be provided 
for students. 


Speaking for parents at Maine North 


High School, WJnand C. Buettgen, presi- 
dent of the school's parent teacher coun- 
cil said Wednsday a survey coducted by 
the council showed parents are against a 
smoking lounge. Many parents said 
smoking is a health hazard and should 
not be condoned. A smoking lounge 
would encourage non-smokers to pick up 
the habit, said Buettgen. • 


In contrast, Mrs. Lawrence Charncy, 


representing parent groups at Maine 
East High School, said the majority of 
the parents arc disturbed about student 
smoking but feel the school should set 
aside a smoking lounge and restrict its 
. use to students 16 years of age or older.

PAUL-MAZURK, senior class presi- 
dent at Maine North, said 83.2 per cent of 
the students are in favor of a smoking 
individual safety of students, he said, ad- 
ding that a smoking lounge would reduce 
pressure on non-smokers by separating 
them from smokers. 


Kurt Janis, a Maine East student, said 


students should be given a smoking 
lounge, but as in other schools in the 
Northwest suburbs, the lounge be placed 
outdoors. That would present a new prob- 
lem, said Jnnis, by bringing up the issue 
of an open campus. 


"We'll talk about that at another meet- 


ing," he said. The board held a hearing 
on student requests for an open campus 
last year, and their requests were de- 
nied. 


Grippo, representing the student coun- 


cils of all four high schools, said students 
arc in favor of smoking lounges.-Schools 
should allow parents to decide about indi- 
vidual student smoking and "not force 
the' school to be a complete replacement 
of the family unit." 


Dewano Barnes, president of the Maine 


Teachers Association, said a survey of 
teachers showed that 296 of 450 teachers 
who responded to the survey oppose 
smoking lounges. Teachers favor more 
effective and efficient administrative and 
board policy to enforce the non-smoking 
rule, he said. 


Herman Rider, principal at Maine 


West, said the school board shouldn't es- 
tablish a smoking lounge just because 
other schools in the area have them. He 
said high school students often aren't 
mature enough to handle the responsi- 
bilities that go with smoking. Rider said 
an outdoor lounge would increase the 
drug problem In Dlst. 207 schools and 
questioned whether the school could af- 
ford the supervision necessary to keep 
drugs away from the smoking area. 


Tom Higgins> coordinator of the health 


program at Dist. 207, recommended the 
board reject student requests for a smok- 
ing 
lounge. He urged the board to 


•"safeguard the health of our young 
people today." 


MERLIN SCHULTZ, coordinator of pu- 


pil personnel services in Dist 207, gave 
board members the results of a survey of 
the smoking problem in other schools. 
Four schools were visited by an eval- 
uation team from Dist. 207.' 


Fourty-one high schools in the Chicago 


area were surveyed. Of the 35 that re- 
sponded, 23, said they did not permit stu- 
dent smoking and none had a smoking 
lounge in the building. Three basic penal- 
itles are given to student smokers; warn- 
ings, parental contracts, and suspension. 


Following the formal hearing, a rjues- 


tion-and-nnswer period was held for the 
audience. One parent said suspension, 
the penalty given student smokers, is too 
severe. She said board members who be- 
lieve smoking to be Immoral should con- 
sider what suspension does for a stu- 
dent's morals.

designed to reinstate the death penalty 
and the- right to burn leaves and to give 
Ililnolsans lax relief and liquor at 18 
have been introduced in the Illinois Gen- 
eral Avicmbly. 


In all, more than ISO bills have been 


stuffed into the legislative hopper in the 
first week of the 78th General Assembly 
— a good start toward matching the 
record 6,363 bills introduced In the last 
session. 


Although some of those bills arc techni- 


cal, boring and may never sec the gover- 
nor's desk, many of them arc sure to 
touch off some lively debates in the 
months ahead. 


Four bills have been introduced in the 


house seeking to reinstate the death pen- 
ully for certain degree* of murder. The 
US Supreme Court last year struck 
down (ho death sentence on technical 
grounds and ordered lower courts to re- 
sentence inmates of death row. 


•TUB COURT'S reasoning when it con- 


cluded in June that no one in Illinois 
could valldly be put to death under the 
present law was that the juries had too 


much leeway In imposing the sentence 
and that It was usually given to the 
black, the poor and the friendless," said 
Rep. Henry Hyde, R-Chlcago, sponsor of 
a bill to bring back the death penalty. 


Under Hyde's bill, death would be 


mandatory upon conviction of virtually 
any premeditated murder or murder re- 
lated to another crime. 


"The decision is taken out of the jury's 


hands," Hyde said. 


State Rep Jacob J. Wolf, R-Chicago, 


sponsored bills requiring death for any 
person who murders in connection with 
rape and for prison inmates who kill dur- 
ing escape attempts. Rep. Roscoe Cun- 
ningham, R-Lowrcnccvillc, introduced a 
bill to reinstate the death penalty for all 
murders.

who wcro fired by Harper in 11)68 


Mrs. Enbysk and Kallsh have charged 


that the college violated their right of 
freedom of speech by falling to renew 
their contracts because both were active 
in the college's Faculty Senate and were 
critical of the school's administration. 


Harper officials have contended the 


two were dismissed because of poor 
teaching techniques and poor attitudes 
toward their jobs and superiors. 


The case,has been winding its nay 


through court since 1069. It was delayed 
for over a year between 1071 and 1072 
while Judges and attorneys waited for a 
U S. Supreme Court decision on similar 
cases. 


Mrs. Enbysk, of Schaumburg, has not 


had a teaching job since she was dis- 
missed by Harper. Kallsh, according to 
his attorney, recently won reinstatement 
as a representative of the Illinois Educa- 
tion Association (IEA), a job from which 
he had earlier been fired.

All over thU world, people continue to 


honor Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King. Jr., 
the black apostle of nonviolence and the 
moral leader of our nation. During the 
past week, tho suburban division of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence has led the way in honoring our fall- 
en leader. 


SCLC considers Itself an extension of 


tho church and therefore, has invested 
it* energies in urging suburban residents 
to promote good will throughout their 
community. 


During tho Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 


dinner scheduled for Jan. 20, 1973 in the 
Arlington Park Towers, the new pro- 
gram thrust of tho suburban SCLC divi- 
sion will be announced. 


This new and more determined effort 


is designed to increase the consciousness 
of suburban Institutions regarding their 
responsibility In promoting the needs of 
industry, suburban youth, and the goods 
and services of minority suppliers. 


OFTEN. I AM asked by suburban resi- 


dents what they can do to help promote 
racial harmony and Improve the quality 
of life for poor and minority people. Usu- 
ally. I urge such persons to reassess 
their interests and skills. Subsequently, 
they should Identify organizations with 
projects that are compatible with these 
Interests and skill. 


Remember, it is not totally necessary 


to work directly with poor people and mi- 
nority groups to promote racial jus- 
tice. Wo must understand the attitude 
of many whites must bo changed, and 
since we know that hato is the result of a 
feeling of failure and frustration, we 
must address ourselves to curbing those 
social, political, and economic forces 
that create these feelings. 


We know that lovo for others comes 


from healthy minds; therefore, we must 
involve ourselves In programs that ex- 
pose the minds of whites as well as some 
blacks to feelings of accomplishment. As 
long as hard working Americans are ex- 
cessively taxed, made to feel that "to- 
morrow" will bo no better than "today," 
they will continue to seek someone to 
blame for their plight. 


In the 1930s, the Nazis blamed the 


Jews. During the latter 1800s and early 
1900s, the Irish were blamed. Throughout 
history some group has been the 
recipient of harassment During the last, 
one hundred years, blame has focused on 
the black man. 


BY BECOMING Involved, you can help 


to end stereotypes a gainst-people who 
arc different. This Is accomplished by 
speaking out against hate. We also pro- 
mote change by serving as an example. 
The life of Dr. King has provided a mod- 
el for us to follow. His own words best 
describe his inner feeling, hopes, and 
philosophy of life: 


"My deepest commitment is as a 


Christian." 


"Being a Christian has given me an 


inner peace." 


"My activities In Civil Rights grew 


out of my Christianity." 


"My greatest desire is to achieve hu- 


man dignity, Justice, and freedom for all 
people." 


If we truly believe these words, we will 


become involved in our PTAs, commu- 
nity service organizations, and churches.

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Nader Report Blasts Timber Industry

Sraokoy the Bear, who for years sym- 


oouzed the preservation of America's na- 
tlonal forests from destruction by fire, 
has fatten victim to another fbc - pros- 
«ure from the timber Industry to In- 
crease cutting of national forest timber. 
This U the charge made In a recently 
released report by a Ralph Nader task 
force. 


Written by Daniel R.'Barney, a Har. 


yard graduate and law student at the 
University of Texas, "The Last Stand" Is 
the result of a two-year study of the U.S. 
Forest Service by a dozen college stu- 
dents and graduates. 


In contrast to earlier Nader reports 


which have ripped 
various federal 


agencies for Internal corruption, this re- 
Port lays most of the blame for forest 
mismanagement on the «3-blllIon timber 
Industry and tho White House. 


Hailing what It calls the "unburoau- 


cratlc atmosphere of self-confident pro- 
fcsslonalism, Imagination, and dedica- 
tion" In the Forest Service, the report 
challenges the agency to "return.. .to ifs 
noble aim of providing the greatest good 
from the national forests to the greatest 
number In the long run." 


"KACII YKAH." according to the re- 


port, "tho Forest Service carves roads 
and cuts timber on about one million 
acres of previously unroaded, unlogged 
national forest land. That Is the equiva- 
lent of annually cutting both Yosemlte 
and Rocky Mountain National Parks." 


In the next 10 years, the report says, 


tho Forest Service, under Industry and 
White House pressure, plans to Increase 
timber production In the national forests 
by fifty per cent. Much of this will be 
accomplished through clearbuttlng, "the 
Forest Service version of General Shop 
man's 'scorched earth' warfare," wrote 
Nader In a preface to the report. 


This increase was accomplished by (he 


White House, bypassing Congress, the re- 
port charges. In 1069 Congress defeated 
the National Timber Supply Act, which 
proposed a 7-blllion board-foot Increase 
In timber harvest. 


Two months later, according to the 


documented Nader report, President 
Nixon's special counsel, Charles W. Col- 
son. Initiated a presidential directive 
based on a timber industry "white pa- 
per." urging on increased timber harvest 
of 7 billion board feet. 


I>TA»I,ISIIED IN 1097, the Forest 


Service presently operates under the di- 
rective of the Multiple Use-Sustained 
Yield Act of 1960. This law declares that 
tho national forests "shall bo adminis- 
tered for outdoor recreation, range, tim- 
ber, watershed, and wildlife and fish pur- 
poses." But In fiscal 1972, the Forest Ser- 
vice devoted more than two-thirds of Its 
$SOO million budget to timber production, 
Ihc Nader report disclosed. 


Only $150.3 million was allotted for 


construction and maintenance of recrea- 
tional facilities; $9.<l million fcr soil and 
water management on 40 million acres of 
watershed, and for geological surveys 
and conservation activities; $6.2 million 
for wildlife habitat management; $12 
million for forest research. 


To carry out Its duties, the Forest Ser- 


vice has formulated the policy of "allow- 
able cut." This Is "the maximum amount 
of timber which may be cut from the 
National Forests.. .in meeting the statu- 
tory goals of sustained yield and multiple 
use." The' Nader report charges that the 
Forest Service has been Increasing the 
"allowable cut" — more than double 
from 1031 to 1071 — In order to legitima- 
tize increased actual cut. Actual cut In 
the years cited increased by ISO per cent, 
the report said. 


Citing environmental and esthetic dam- 


ago done by excessive cutting and the 
impossibility of replacing mature trees 
In less than decades — or centuries, In 
the case of old-growth forests — the re- 
port criticized the Forest Service for fail- 
ure In reforestation.

A RALPH NADER task force report places most of tho 
blamo for forest mismanagement on the $43 billion tim- 


ber industry and the White House. 


MORE THAN 7 million acres of Na- 


tional Forest land lies bare, according to 
the report. Some will be reforested cither 
naturally or by the Forest Service, but 
there Is a continual and increasing "refo- 
restation backlog" of around 5 million 
acres, the report charged. 


It was also critical of joint ad cam- 


paigns of the Forest Service and various 
private companies — notably Hunt-Wes- 
son Foods, Inc. and Nissan Motors, 


Corp., makers of Datsun cars and trucks. 
The ad campaigns urge consumers to 
send in a Hunt-Wesson label or "Drive a 
Datsun," with the promise that the com- 
panies will pay for the planting of one 
tree. 


Terming the arrangement improper 


and possibly Illegal, the report suggested 
that the companies "could just have do- 
nated (the money) without fanfare," but 
noted that tho sum received by the For- 
est Service was negligible. 


In urging that more attention be given 


to preserving the National Forests for 
recreation, the report denies that such a 
policy conflicts with rising housing 
needs. 


"The home construction rate varies 


chiefly with the cost of financing, land, 
and construction industry wages — not 
lumber," the report asserted, pointing 
out that the cost of lumber comprises 
only 9 per cent of the total cost of an 
average single family dwelling.

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The courtroom scene was tense.., 


Mock Trial Tests Student Rights

Henry Gilford, a student at Clay Coun- 


ty Public High School, had his expulsion 
from the school overturned by a court 
Wednesday, but he was barred from act- 
Ing us editor of the school newspaper. 


The verdict Mas handed down by a. 


jury alter patslonatc presentations were 
made by attorneys for Gilford and for 
the school. Gilford's attorneys contended 
that his expulsion, violated his rights of 
free speech under the first amendment to 
the U S Constitution. 


Attorneys for the school district argued 


that a pamphlet Gilford distributed criti- 
cizing the ichool'i cafeteria threatened 
In came disruptions in the school and 
that Gilford had been insubordinate be- 
cause he distributed the charges in the 
(Iyer after being ordered not to publish 
the charges in the school newspaper by 
the schools principal. 


The Jury returned Its compromise ver- 


dict after lengthy deliberation. The case 
was presided over by Judge John Flaher- 


TIIK CASK described above Is fiction- 


al. but was nevertheless argued forceful- 
ly and seriously by students' In Rich 
Chicrico's senior political science class 
Wednesday at Elk Grove High School. 


The students conducted the mock trial, 


complete \vllh testimony from Elk Grove 
1'rlncipnl. Robert Haskcll, who played 
the part of "Principal Moore." the school 
olliclal who expelled the mythical stu- 
dent Horny Gilford. In addition, Gene Ar- 
temcnko. High School Dist. 214 board 
member, was called to testify in the roll 
of a board member who had upheld Gil- 
ford's expulsion. 


In preparing for the trial, students as- 


signed as attorneys for both sides and 
"Judge" Flaherty served as Jurors for 
mock trials put on by law students at 
John Marshall law school, observed real 
court case* and researched constitutional 
law. 


In addition. Flaherty had an Interview 


with Circuit Court Judge James A. Gc- 
roulis to get advice on how to conduct 
the trial. 


TIIK Jt'llOi;. Flaherty said, gave him 


copies of sample Instructions to Juries, 
gave him some hints on Jury selection 
and other Judicial advice. In addition. 
Flaherty spent hours in the Cook County 
Law Library looking far precedents in 
free speech cases, but afterward he said 
that research didn't do him much good. 


"The hardest part of the trial," Flahcr- 


as the principal testified ...

ty said, "was ruling on the objections. 
And I had to listen to the whole trial and 
pay attention all the time, because if 
someone made an objection, I couldn't 
very well ask 'what's the question.' " 


A frustration he faced, Flaherty added, 


was that the attorneys would often object 
to clearly improper questions from op- 
posing council — but for the wrong rea- 
sons. "They would soy a question was 
irrelevant when It was leading," he said. 
"I couldn't uphold an objection for the 
wrong reason and I couldn't object on 
my own." 


The biggest donnybrook of the trial re- 


sulted in what Flaherty admits was a ju- 
dicial error, but one he ti'ied to correct. 
The defense attorneys appeared after the 
recess for lunch with a tray of food from 
the cafeteria and asked to introduce it 
Into evidence and let the jury taste it to 
prove the charges made by the expelled7 


student about the cafeteria were false. 


KLAIIEKTY admitted the food into 


evidence and the jury began to taste the 
macaroni and cheese, but counsel for the 
student objected. "We believed the food 
was irrelevant to the case and that giv- 
ing the food to the jury was making the 
jury Into a witness. If they were going to 
use the food, they could have a witness 
tasto It and testify about it, but they 


couldn't give it to the jury," attorney 
Glenn Koorhan explained later. 


Flaherty heard the arguments and re- 


versed his ruling, ordering tho jury to 
disregard the taste of the food in its de- 
liberations. 


"And at'that point \vc could have 


moved for a mistrial immediately," at- 
torney Lisa LaForge told him, as they 
discussed the case later. 
• 


The students agreed they learned a lot 


from the mock trial. Those who arc as- 
piring lawyers got a head start and the 
rest got a picture of the judicial system 
different from that presented on tele- 
vision, they agreed. • 


Miss LaForge explained she learned 


about the involved problems of due pro- 
cess during the trial. "There are so 
many rules you have to follow,'* she 
said. "You can be sure you're right t)tit 
you have to follow the rules." 


And that explanation comes pretty 


close to the purpose of the exercise as 
described by teacher Chicrico. "The trial 
Is really designed to show the students 
that change is available through the sys- 
tem and not necessarily in the streets, 
but they have to know how the system 
works to use it and that's a lot of hard 
woik," he said.

high fever and flu symptoms — I found 
it, today, turned out to bo six. Yesterday, 
It was four," she said. 


Union Oil Co. In Palatine was a little

"We have had relatively few cases (of 
flu) because our company Immunized at 
least 600 of our 1500 employes In Septem- 
ber. The few cases we do liavo arc 
people who didn't take the vaccine.

Ing to a spokesman from the Public 
Health Office, flu symptoms include 
mainly: Joint and muscle soreness, fe- 
ver, chills, some runny nose, cough and 
malaise (which means a generally crum- 
my feeling). The spokesman said there 
really Isn't much you can do If you've 
got the flu (Immunizations had to be giv-

"If you do have a temperature 
and It doesn't subside within 24 hours 
you should call your doctor," though, 
said Miss Paul. 


WHY DID THE flu bug pick just this 


time to strike us all down? A lot of rea- 
sons, according to Dr. John B. Hall, di- 
rector of the Cook County Public 
Health Department. "There arc always 
viruses around that produce colds in win- 
ter and in summer, especially when 
there arc large variations in tempera- 
ture," said Hall. "It also seems to have 
something to do with people's resis- 
tance." 


The spread of the flu virus Is con-, 


ncctcd mainly to how populous an area Is 
and whether it Is accessible to an airport 
where people from different parts of the 
world arc moving In and out everyday, 
said Hall: "This Is a very mobile popu- 
lation. You can sec why this thing has 
spread."

Candor Needed 


From President 


Tomorrow's 
inauguration 
of 


Richard M. Nixon to a second term 
ns President of the United States of 
America is marked by one of the 
most divided moods in American 
political history. 


On the one hand, there should be 


great jubilation in Washington, es- 
pecially In partisan political cir- 
cles. Jokes abound about Mas- 
sachusctt's 
defection 
from 
the 


GOP landslide in November; the 
President has achieved a personal 
and political "high" in terms of 
numbers that is an impressive 
American political landmark. 


But Nixon the man, as news re- 


ports have it, has retreated further 
and further away from the Amer- 
ica he is supposed to represent — 


Richard M. 
Nixon 


and there is deep resentment to- 
wards the 37th President's public 
reticence. 


Most indicative of the Presi- 


dent's refusal to face the public, 
except on ceremonial occasions, 
was the recent disclosure that he 
would not present his State of the 
Union message to Congress in 
person. 


Such a movo is not unprece- 


dented, for President Eisenhower 
did it twice, in 1050 because of ill 
health and in 1061, when he was 
leaving office. 


But the decision to forego a per- 


sonal appearance in front of some 
of his sternest critics reflects a 
growing refusal by Nixon to face 
the public and his government. 


Indeed, the President has not 


conducted a press conference since 
October 5, and his press critics re- 
port he's set a contemporary all- 
time-low record of inattention to 
the press and public. 


He's refused, on a number of im- 


portant issues, such as the econo- 
my and Vietnam, to explain the 
kinds 
of 
decisions 
he 
made. 


Recently, we were treated \Q the 
specter of Cabinet-appointees re- 
fusing to answer questions during 
hearings in the Senate — an exten- 
sion of Nixon's unresponsivcness to 
the public. 


Recently Herbert G. Klein, direc- 


tor of communications for the ex- 
ecutive branch, reported the Presi- 
dent had a clear mandate to pro- 
ceed his own way on ending the 
Vietnam War. 


But a mandate in numbers does 


not mean that the President can 
ignore the public which supports 
him. He has a responsibility to all 
of the people to justify and to ex- 
plain his decisions, in as clear lan- 
guage as possible. 


Ahead for the President, if he 


chooses to remain also from the 
American public, is a path trod by 
Lyndon Johnson. As the Vietnam 
War escalated in the mid-1060's, 
Johnson • became unresponsive to 
the questions from the American 
public. The result was a floodtide 
of discontent as unanswered ques- 
tions and discontent multiplied. 


Further, the President is respon- 


sible to keep the public informed 
about the state of government. 
There are a number of tools in his 
hands for that task, and as Presi- 
dent Kennedy proved, those tools 
can be used to a President's ad- 
vantage. 


Delivering the State of the Union 


Message in person, in front of 
some of his sharpest critics, would 
be at least one sign the President 
is willing to explain and defend his 
policies. We urge him to start im- 
mediately in that direction of full 
faith in the American public. 


Two-Home Families 


The two-car, two-TV, two-tills 


and two-thai family, long since 
commonplace, is rapidly being 
overtaken by the two-home family. 


While most people have enough 


to do to meet single mortgage or 
rental payments, there arc already 
three-million 
two-home families 


and their number is growing at the 
rate of more than 200,000 a year. 


According to the National Associ- 
itlon of Home Builders, residential 
housing starts will total about 2.35 
million for 1972 when the final fig- 
ures arc in, and 10 to 15 per cent of 
them arc estimated to be second 
homes. 


At the same time, the mobile 


home industry will have sold al- 
most 600,000 units and an un- 
tcrmlncd, but considerable, num- 
ber are 'believed to be second 
homes. 


The value of private residential 


construction in 1072 is put at $53 
billion. If the 15 per cent estimate 
is correct, that means that almost 
$8 billion will have gone into sec- 
ond homes — not to mention sec- 
ond refrigerators, furniture, bed- 
ding and all the other conveniences 
and necessities that make an 
American house a home

And John Henry

Everybody keeps telling John Henry 


how fair the Selective Service System is 
these days — since the "lottery" system 
went into effect a couple of years ago. 


But he ain't buying a word of it. 
In fact, he usually mumbles some ob- 


scenity to those who try to tell him all 
the inequities have been removed from 
the system. 


It appears he .has good reason. 
First of all, this kid John Henry isn't any 
weirdo hippy freak. Oh, his hah- is pretty 
long and he wears well-used bell-bot- 
tomed blue jeans, but then, who, under 
age 25, doesn't fit that description. And 
the same goes for a lot of people over 25. 


No, this guy John Henry is pretty 


"straight," as the expression goes. He 
doesn't smoke or shoot stuff in his 
arms. He's almost a throwback to the 
Fifties — more interested in drinking 
beer and looking for girls. 


Politically, he actually leans more to 


the right of center than a lot of people 
who call themselves "conservatives." 


But in 1971 John Henry was facing the 


draft. He wanted to go to college after 
finishing high school, but he figured he'd 
get drafted and didn't want to start 
school and then leave for a couple of fun- 
filled years in Vietnam. 


It was March 1971, John Henry had 


just turned 19 and he was finishing his 
senior year in high school. 


He wasn't eligible for the draft. For 


those people born In 1952, lottery num- 
bers were drawn in August 1971. He 
wouldn't get a number until then, so they, 
couldn't have drafted him anyway. 


"Apply for college. Get accepted to 


start in September and let's see what 
number you get in the lottery," his fam- 
ily kept shouting at him. "Worry about it 
then." 


John Henry usually listens to his par- 


ents — I told you he is a throwback — so 
he did what they told him. 


His number was 133. Not super-safe, 


but it looked pretty good. The predictions 
were that the draft would not go beyond 
100. John Henry went to school. 


In January 1972 John Henry and every- 


one else in.his family started the long 
sweat. The great new lottery system was 
such that he would have 12 months of 
eligibility. 


Slowly, the Selective Sen-ice System 


reached higher and higher for draftees. 
John Henry and his relatives were get- 
ting nervous. 


But suddenly, and quite predictably, 


the year ended. John Henry had made it. 
He went through his year and was not 
called. His family rejoiced. 


"The lottery system really is fair," 


they exclaimed. "This is a much better 
system. For one year a boy is vulner- 
able. Then he is free — short of some 
cataclysmic world development — and 
can reasonably plan his future." 


John Henry was happy, too. By this 


time he decided he didn't want to go in 
the Army. He breathed a sign of relief. 


Then the bomb fell. John Henry re- 


ceived his reclasslfication notice. He was 
no longer 1A. Fine. Now he was 1H. Fine 
again. That means he's safe except for 
complete national mobilization. And his 
liability is extended to age 35. 


WHAAAAAAT? 
John Henry's friendly draft board an- 


swered the question by informing him he 
was on extended liability because he was 
given a deferment for his last two 
months In high school. 


"I didn't ask for any deferment." 
"No, but we gave you one anyway." 
"Why?" 
"Because you were In high school." 
"But I wasn't even eligible for the 


draft then." 


"True, but we deferred you anyway. 


But don't worry. You're still 1H. You 
won't be called unless there's a national 
emergency. There's really no difference 
between 1H and 1H extended liability." 


"If there's no difference, why do I 


have to be extended?" 


"Because you were deferred." 
"Who would get called first — those in 


1H or those in 1H extended liability?" 


"One-H extended liability." 
"Then there is a difference." 
"Yes. But we don't automatically defer 


high school students anymore." 


"That makes me feel better." 
So John Henry doesn't think much of 


the great new lottery system. He has to 
worry until he's 35 because someone 
gave him a deferment he didn't ask for 
and it was for two lousy months during 
which he wasn't even eligible for the 
draft. 


No wonder he mumbles obscenities ev- 


ery now and then.

thing Tilllo the Typist hales, It's chang- 
ing typewriter ribbons. If George Burns 
has his way, that messy chore soon may 
be a thing of the post. 


Bums, president of the consumer prod- 


ucts division of SCM Corp., held a news 
conference today and displayed the In- 
dustry's first typewriter to use a cassette 
typo ribbon. It Just pops In and out; Til- 
lie never has to touch the ribbon. 


The cassette ribbon comes in fabric, 


film or carbon paper and in a wide range 
of colors, even gold. There's also a cor- 
rection tape cassette. The fabric cassette 
is expected to outlast a conventional fab- 
ric ribbon because, being enclosed, it is 
less subject to evaporation. 


IN ADDITION to keeping Tilllc's fin- 


gers and nails clean, said Burns, the new 
cassette system will lighten her work 
load. 


"When she wanls to put In a 
few 


words or lines In color for emphasis, she 
just presses a button to pop the black 
ctmcttc out, slides In the color cassette, 
types the emphasized words, then 
changes cassettes again," Bums ex- 
plained. 


The cassettes will sell for $1.05, about 


70 cents more than a good conventional 
fabric ribbon. The first typewriter de- 
signed to use them, the new Coronamatlc 
7000, Is an electric intermediate office 
typewriter wild a suggested retail price 


of $330. That's about $2S more than the 
nearest electric typewriter using a fabric 
ribbon. 


"But we a/e introducing this type- 


writer primarily to compete with an IBM 
electric that sells for 1600," Burns said. 
He said that within about a year, SCM 
hoped to have a portable typewriter on 
the market using the cassette ribbons 
and might ultimately redesign its whole 
line to use them. He said the changes in 
the ribbon drive mechanism are too com- 
plex to make it practical to refit other 
typewriters to use the ribbon cassettes. 


BURNS CONSIDERS electric office 


typewriters in the Intermediate range the 
best dollar market in an Industry which 
has undergone drastic changes in recent 
years. 


International Business Machines Corp., 


a minor factor in the industry 20 yean 
ago, sold 60 per cent of all electric type- 
writers in 1972, he estimated, and elec- 
trics now constitute three-fourths of the 
office machine market. SCM was second. 
with 10 per cent. 


The electric office typewriter market' 


presently runs about $385 million a year 
for 850,000 machines. 


Although second in making electric 


machines, SCM is the largest over-all 
manufacturer when portables are includ- 
ed. Remington, Royal and foreign com- 
panies combined have about 30 per cent 
of the over-all market in the United 
States.

Though it's n legal concept as old as 


ancient Rome, the condominium method 
of owning a dwelling is relatively new in 
the United States. It's not in the United 
States. It's not to be confused with a co- 
operative, where the association owns 
everything. When you buy a con- 
dominium apartment, you own the physi- 
cal space enclosed by walls and ceilings 
just as you would own any house — by 
warranty deed. 


You arrange your own mortgage and 


pay your own taxes. You can, In general, 
lease, bequeath or sell your apartment 
as freely as you would a house. But this 
Is nL«o where the buyer's caveats begin.

charges arc somcUmes set artificially 
low as a lure to buyers. "Many con- 
dominiums minimize the monthly pay- 
ment and maintenance charge while 
construction is still taking place," says 
Royal Palm Beach Colony. Actual cost of 
maintaining tho facilities later.proves to 
be higher, and it can be'quite a shock to 
buyers when their payments have to be 
increased.

Milder weather, the outlook for in- 


creased oil imports and a new state-' 
wide program to monitor power supplies 
may ease the energy crunch for Illinois 
residents. 


"The fuel situation has Improved 


somewhat this week as a result of the 
wanner weather through much of the na- 
tion," said George S. Lincoln, the direc- 
tor of the Office of Emergency Pre- 
paredness. 


Lincoln made the statement Wednes- 


day after the White House announced it 
was responding to growing fuel shortages 
by abolishing all import barriers on No. 
2 home beating oil and increasing'all 
U.S. petroleum imports by nearly a mil; 
lion barrels a day. 


Lincoln said both steps would "help en- 


sure an adequate supply of heating fuel 
for homes and businesses this winter and 
relieve the tightness of diesel fuel for 
transportation." This action is effective 
through April 30.

LINCOLN BLAMED the fuel shortage 


partly on low inventories last fall, the 
"gasoline binge refiners went on" which 
left heating oil supplies low, some dis- 
tribution problems in the Midwest and 
the cold weather. 


"I am reasonably confident we are go- 


ing to get on through the heating season 


With what we did today," he said 
Wednesday. However, it was expected to 
be several weeks before the additional oil 
supplies arrive in the United States. 


Illinois Gov. Daniel Walker says he 


will implement a three-step plan to help 
meet the state's fuel oil shortage. He 
adopted a wait-and-see attitude in the 
propane and natural gas shortage prob- 
lems. This was decided after a Wednes- 
day meeting in Springfield with 40 ex- 
perts In fuel production, distribution and 
use. 


The governor suggested the Illinois 


' Commerce Commission take a reading 


on natural gas and propane supplies, and 
report to him on Saturday. He asked act- 
ing agriculture director Robert Williams 
to operate a hotline to pinpoint critical 
needs.

The U.S. 'Coronation9 Tradition 
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Evolution Of The Inauguration Gala 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - James Madl- 


«on In 1809, was the first President In- 
augurated wearing a suit made entirely 
In the United States, and It Included 
breeches made from wool from the farm 
of the man who had sworn In George 
Washington as President two decades 
earlier. 


James Monroe set the precedent for 


outdoor ceremonies in his first in- 
auguration in 1817. History gives two rea- 
ions for this: first, there was a spat be- 
tween senators and representatives over 
scots, and second, Speaker Hcary Clay 
worried that the floor of the House would 
collapse under the expected throng. 


Ulysses S. Grant, a man who never 


said no to a cooling libation, had his sec- 
ond inaugural in 1873 in weather so bit- 
terly cold that the valves of the musical 
Instruments stuck and — horror of hor- 
rors — all the champagne froze. 


If meeting constitutional requirements 


were the sole consideration, Saturday's 
Inauguration of Richard Milhous Nixon 
to a second term as President of the 
United States could be accomplished in 
mere seconds. 


HUT. IIECAUSE the Inauguration of a 


U.S. President is the nearest thing the 
country has to a coronation, the quadren- 
nial celebration has evolved Into a four- 
day gala of speeches, parades, balls, 
church services, concerts, new hairdos, 
expensive gowns, cutaways and striped 
pants, and — In recent years — anti-war 
demotutrations. 


Stripped of its niceties, the inaugural 


would take just the half minute or so 
Nixon would need to Intone this oath of 
office required by Article II of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


"I do solemnly swear or affirm that I 


will faithfully execute the office of Presi- 
dent of the United States and will to the 
best of my ability, preserve, protect and 
defend the constitution of the United 
Staler." 


That is the solo constitutional requisite 


for inaugurating a president. It doesn't 
say when, where or before whom, the 
oath Is to bo taken. It.docs not specify a 
large outdoor ceremony. And nowhere 
did the founding fathers decree there 
must be a parade. 


THAT DOCUMENT notwithstanding, 


there again will be all those things for 
Nixon's second swcnrlng-ln. They arc 
traditions that have evolved piecemeal In 
the 184 years since George Washington 
reluctantly placed his hand on a Bible 
ami set the precedent for the 36 chief 
executives who followed. 


Although the Presidency is the highest 


office to which an American can aspire, 
Washington took the oath with what' 
could only charitably bo called mixed 
emotions. Said Washington at his unau- 
Rural on April 30,1789: 


". . . My movements to the choir of 


government will be accompanied by feel- 
ings not unlike those of a culprit who Is 
going to the place of his execution; so 
unwilling am I, in the evening of a life 
nearly consumed in public cares, to quit 
a peaceful abode for an ocean of diffi- 
culties, without that competency of politi- 
cal skill, abilities and inclination which 
arc necessary to manage the helm." 


Eight years later he hadn't much 


changed his tune. 


Others to whom the act of relinquish- 


ing the great office was more pleasure 
tban pain Included: 


John Atlanta, 1801: "If I were to go 


over my life again, I would be a shoe- 
maker rather than an American states- 
man." 


Thomas Jefferson, 1809: "Within a few 


days, I retire to my family, my books 
and farms, and having gained the harbor 
myself, shall look on my friends still buf- 
feting the storm, with anxiety indeed, but 
not with envy. Never did a prisoner, re- 
leased from his chains, feel such relief

as I shall on shaking off the shackles of 
power." 


Lyndon Balnes Johnson, 19<8: "I don't 


have to be concerned about everything 
that happens now. The responsibility is 
somewhere else. It's a great relief." 
Johnson allowed as how he would be able 
to ride the banks of his beloved Peder- 
nolcs River on horseback Vand not have 


that man with the bag following me." 


GEORGE WASHINGTON set two pre- 


cedents at the first inauguration which 
have been followed by all his successors. 
He placed his hand on the Bible while 
intoning the oath. And he added, at the 
conclusion, the words "So help me God." 


Sadly, he failed in his effort to set an 


example o f 
v brevity in inaugural rc- 


' marks. His 135-word speech took less 


than one minute to deliver, a record nev- 
er since threatened. ' 


William Henry Harrison set the mark 


• for volubility. Braving a freezing rain to 


ride bareheaded on horseback to the 
. Capitol steps, he launched a nearly two- 


hour inaugural speech that ultimately 
was the death of him. "Tippecanoc" 
caught a terrible cold and died a month 
later. 


Since then, few Inaugural addresses 


have lasted more than half an hour. If 
some have seemed longer, it is because 
inaugural oratory, by and large, has not - 
been distinguished by its eloquence. 
, 


Every president hopes his Inaugural 


words will set the tone of his ndmlnls-" 
tration and go down in the history books, 


^but only a handful have succeeded, — 


among them Jefferson, Abraham Lin- 
coln, Franklin D. Roosevelt and John F. 
Kennedy.

selves," explained Mrs. Margaret LI- 
slnski, Center director. "We hope to 
bring them to the point where they can 
better understand themselves." 


This assistance encompasses a broad 


range of services. Among them Mrs. Li- 
slnski listed: 


• Private, 
professional, 
long-term 


counseling for the depressed, the dis- 
couraged, the individual who needs help 
with problems from family and home life , 
to the special problems of employer or 
employe. 


• Homomakcr service fpr families 


with a disrupted home life; if mother 
and homcmokcr becomes 111, for ex- 
ample, the center arranges to bring help 
Into the home until the mother can re- 
sume her duties.

ships, the staff also is asked to provide , 
counseling for drug abuse, suicide, alco- 
holism, physical abuse, and problems in 
employment, 'housing, recreation, or 
medical care.

A. To Improve Its rccordkecplng, So- 


cial Security Is now assigning numbers 
to all beneficiaries, even those getting 
payments on someone else's earnings 
record. The request form you received in 
the mall Is being sent to everyone who Is 
getting monthly payments as dependents. 


Q. My Iftyear-old son Is starling at his 


first job next week, lie doesn't have a 
social security number yet. If I bring the 
application for a number Into the office. 
will I bo able to get a number for him 
right away? 


A. No. All new social security numbers 


arc now issued from Baltimore, Md. You 
should send the application for a number 
to your local office. They will forward It 
to Baltimore for you. His number will be 
mailed to him In four to six weeks. If he 
requests, Social Security will Issue him a 
temporary card that Indicates he has ap- 
plied for a number. He can show this to 
his employer and use it until he receives 
his number. 


Q. Aty mother, who's In a nursing

A. Yes. Local offices of the Social Se- 


curity Administration now receive and 
report such complaints, so that they con 
bo Investigated.

Dear Reader — A boll, or abscess, of- 


ten starts with a break in the skin or 
around the base of a hair follcle. It is 
an infection with the same bacteria that 
are normally present over the surface of 
the skin, but usually are unable to break 
the superficial skin barrier and set up 
the Infection. 


The germs cause the localized In- 


flammation, and the body defenses rush 
to wall off the area of Infection. During 
this stage of the abscess, It Is red and 
there is no localized area of infection. 
The red induration is the body's reaction 
to the invasion by germs. 


As soon as the defense mechanism is 


effective, it will literally wall off the 
pocket of infection, and then as the in- 
fected tissue undergoes necrosis, pus is 
formed. It forms the yellow center, or 
head, of the abscess. If the overlying 
skin is not too thick, tho soft center of 
the abscess will rupture and drainage be- 
gins. 


In other Instances, with larger abscess, 


it is necessary to have the abscess lan- 
ced and drained by a physician. If the 
infected material is able to start drain- 
ing, then nature's healing mechanism 
gradually takes over and fills in the cen- 
ter area wficre the tissue damage has 
occurred. The process, however, may 
take several days, even after adequate 
drainage has been established. 


It is hard to say why some individuals 


arc more susceptible to these problems 
than others. A variety of illnesses can 
predispose to the problem, and a com- 
mon underlying problem Is diabetes. 
Anyone who has frequent unexplained 
abscesses should have a medical exam- 
ination, even though the individual may 
appear to bo In good health. • 


SINCE IT IS in an infectious process, 


vone should be careful with the use of tow- 
els and linens. These should not be Inter- 
changed with those of uninfected people, 
and they should be changed regularly • 
rather than used again by a person who 
has an abscess. 


Many small local abscesses can be 


treated at home with warm salt water 
packs applied as hot as they can be toler- 
ated for about ten minutes at a time at 
hourly intervals during the waking 
hours. Those located around the face, 
particularly the nose and upper lip, 
should be seen by a physician. 


Squeezing or home 'treatment of some 


of these can be dangerous, since the in- 
fection can rapidly spread from these 
areas by way of the circulation to the 
brain and cause serious results. 


Of course, antibiotics can be used in 


. treatment of larger and more serious ab- 
scesses, or those of a serious nature 
around the nose and upper Up.

TUB CHICAGO HULLS have played -18 


games this season. 


Thai may not surprise you. 
That docs surprise me and It's my 


business to keep on top of such things. 
My business Is sports. 


I don't even remember when the Chi- 


cago professional basketball season be- 
gan, and they've already played 46 
times. 


When I finally put the Super Bowl out 


of my mind this week, and It wasn't very 
difficult. I decided to find out what's 
been going on In the sports world. Yes,, 
the Chicago Bulls have played 46 games 


' and I can remember only two or three. 


There's something wrong here and 


maybe It's not entirely my fault. Maybe 
this Wnmlrrful World of Sport Is juit too 
craiy and mlxed-up for anyone to know 
what'* going on. Maybe this Is the time 
for at least one sportswrltcr to offer, 
completely unsolicited, without- any In- 
creases In prices, his Ideas of how they 
can Improve things In the way they 
schedule professional sports. 


Tho world Is filled with sccond-guos- 


sors. Wherever you go, somebody can 
tell you how It should have been done. It 
Is part of the charm of sports that every- 
one has the answers after the fact. 


It's fun to play commissioner. 
Tho proposal Is a simple one for pro- 


fessional basketball: Begin the cham- 
pionship season around Jan. I, and end it 
In July. 


I can hear the howls already. Nobody 


plays basketball In June and July, they'll 
say. That's not really true, but let's look 
at It this way. 


During October, November and De- 


comber, basketball would not have to 
compete for publicity, ticket sales and 
television time with football. It Is an e«- 
tabllshcd fact, and a subject of much 
walling among basketball officials, that 
basketball loses this competition In most 
localities. 


For many fans, the Bulls' first 46 


games this season were lost In the com- 
petition with professional football, and 
even hockey to a degree. You spend an 
entire week getting yourself psyched up 
for the next Sunday of football. 


During June and July, when there Is no 


big league basketball under the present 
system, there Is a big vacuum In top 
sports 
entertainment and basketball 


could fill It. 


In those months, football has not yet 


begun and hockey Is over. The fresh ex- 
citement of baseball has worn off by the 
end of May, and you don't get really In- 
volved In tho pennant races until August 
or September. College compctlon Is over 
by mid-June. 


In all the big arenas, there Is less de- 


mand for dates In late spring and early 
summer than there Is In the fall and win- 
ter. Most basketball teams could arrange 
to get a higher proportion of more de- 
sirable playing dates than they do now. 


It also should be obvious to everyone 


that Juno and July arc slow months In 
other areas of entertainment, and It 
would bo possible for basketball tc> bene- 
fit from the lack of competition. Home 
television Is notoriously less attractive. 
In cities that offer any sizable amount of 
theater or concerts, the season usually 
ends by Juno. 


In selling n package to television, bas- 


ketball might find the networks highly 
receptive to a Jannary-to-July pattern. 
Alt are deeply Involved with football 
from August through the Super Bowl, 
and only one network Is systematically 
engaged In presenting baseball during 
June aid July, and then only once a 


week. 


Children and teenagers, whose pres- 


ence as spectators is so vital to tho 
health of any sport, would have more op- 
portunity to attend season-climax games 
In Juno and July, when school Is out, 
then they now can In March and April. 


Another advantage of this system, and 


something that could really increase In- 
terest, would revolve around the gradu- 
ating college stars. Let's moke drafted 
college seniors eligible as of April 1, 
when their promotional value is at Its 
peak, and with more than half of a pro 
season ahaad of them. 


Certainly there would be problems 


stepping Immediately from a college 
campus to a professional team, but the 
super stars could handle tho situation. 
Imagine, for example, a Bill Walton 
leading UCLA to a national champion- 
ship In March as a senior and then play- 
Ing In his first pro game just a few 
weeks later. Their final school time could 
bo worked out. 


The only reason pro basketball follows 


an October-May pattern now Is tradition. 
Basketball first became popular as an 
"Indoor" game, played In small gymna- 
siums. It first became a commercial suc- 
cess with college teams, and college 
teams, naturally, had to play their 
games during the middle of their school 
year. 


After World War II, tho newstyle pros 


automatically 
followed 
the 
college 


habits. 


There Is no Intrinsic reason for basket- 


ball to bo strictly a "winter" game. In 
much of the world, It's played outdoors. 
It flourishes In summer camps. The 
sport is suitable any time, subject only to 
tho limitations of unoriginal thought. 


All tho modern arenas arc air-condl- 


tloncd, or can be, and arc used for some- 
thing in summer months. 


If professional basketball broke from 


tradition and tried to showcase its prod- 
uct at a time moro suitable for promo- 
tion, you would have a sports calendar 
that looked like this: • 


January — Football championship, pro 


basketball openers. 


February-March — College basketball 


championships, baseball spring training. 


April-May — Hockey championship, 


baseball openers. 


June-July — Basketball champion- 


ships, pro football training. 


August — Baseball pennant races, foot- 


ball exhibitions. 


September — Baseball pennant races, 


pro football openers, college football 
openers, hockey training. 


October — Baseball championships, 


hockey opcnars. 


November — College football climax 


gomes. 


December — Football championships, 


college basketball openers, and tourna- 
ments, pro basketball training and exhi- 
bitions. 


That way I might not miss tho Chicago

Incentive for each of the 12 MSL squads 
tonight. Besides naturally trying to help 
themselves, all will be aiming to uphold 
the honor of their own division.

Results of the only other night of cross- 


d i v i s i o n clashes were inconclusive, 
though the North won four and the South 
two. Only the top two South teams, Pros- 
pect and Conant, defeated North teams. 


The two most Intriguing-looking match- 


ups tonight both pit first-place teams 
against the second-place club of the op- 
posite division.

Ar- 
lington has three cagers averaging better 
than eight rebounds a game, paced by 
Jeff Cleveland's 10.5 tempo, and they are 
ono of the most accurate shooting teams 
in the entire circuit, both from the floor 
and the line. 


Afield Arlington has a trio of players

They've both av- 
eraged 18 points for the last three 
games. 


"Every game is key for us now to stay 


in the race," said RedUnger. "Besides 
Arlington, we've got Wheeling and Pros- 
pect coming up and later Elk Grove at 
their place. They're all awfully tough."

1. A team that needs the 60-sccond rest 


during free throw attempts is obviously 
not in shape to play basketball. This is a 
direct reflection on the coach. 


2. Fans do not enjoy a game dominated 


by free throws — but do enjoy a game 
filled with action. 


3. If the game is getting over too early, 


there is nothing wrong with extending 
the actual playing time to 10-minute 
quarters. People aren't in a hurry to 
leave. 


4. Nobody enjoys, a stall — the ruling 


has no bearing on this whatsoever. If a 
team wants to stall they can do it with or 
without the new foul rule. 


5. From a spectator point of view, I 


believe the change is great It gives fans 
what they came to see — basketball, not 
who can shoot free throws while every- 
body else stands around and watches. 


Let's not change a decent rule.

lier and more one-and-ones are shot, 
making the game drag on.

effect in this area —yet But I can easily 
see how it could slow the game down.pro- 
duclng the opposite of the desired result 
So I am not sure yet that the rule.is a 
good one.

He's pla- 
gued again by ankle problems that began 
during the post-Christmas Nlles Town- 
ship Tourney. 


Myers didn't play In lost Friday's 64-62 


decision of Nilcs North. Freeman said 
M y e r s didn't practice Monday or 
Tuesday and had no plans to do so later 
this week. 


"I know he missed the Nlles North 


game," Dccrflcld's 
O'Connor stated, 


"but we're figuring Myen will be here 
with them on Friday." 


[Maine has been without Myers before, 


moving to Its Christmas tourney con- 
solation title without the big junior. Jim 
Olsen filled the slot capably then. 


And when Olsen fouled out last Friday, 


young Tom Cruder popped for 12 points, 
two on critical free throws. 


He did it like an old veteran. Not a kid 


in his first varsity game. 


An Oiscn-Gructer combination might 


adequately replace Myers. But O'Connor 
doesn't know how he'll sub for Bell. . 


"We've never been without Bell except 


the three quarters the other night and, of

course, we lost that game," the veteran 
Deerfield coach said.

Likely bets are Tom Sklfflngton and

He responded well after Bell's injury, 14 
rebounds plus as many points against 
New Trier East. 


Erdman is a new name even to some 


Deerfield fans, never starting until the 
Pontlac Tourney. He rewarded 
O'Connor's confidence with nine baskets 
against Bloom and hasn't been displaced 
since. 


Against New Trier East, Erdman de- 


fensed Tom Castino (25.0) and held the 
football All-Stater to eight points. "Cas- 
tino got so frustrated, they probably 
should have thrown him out of the 
game," O'Connor said. 


Deerfield has no special plans for 


Maine's Joe Thlmm who's been 17.8 scor- 
ing and 12.0 rebounding enroute to a like- 
ly repeat All-CSL season. 


"It'll be man-to-man and we won't be. 


defending Juit him," O'Connor said. 
"We'll be defeating Maine West If he 
gets 40 points, that won't be enough." 


Freeman hopes to slow Deerfleld's run- 


and-gun offense which, oddly, ranks just 
seventh (S7.2) In the Central Suburban. 
Maine Is eighth (55.2). 


Deerfield has no player taller than 6-3. 


For that reason, O'Connor will pressure 
outside. His Curt Andersen and Pat Car- 
roll, both 6-0, will match against Maine 
probables Joe Prang (5.9) and Bruce 
Freeman (641). 


The only common opponent for these 


clubs has been hapless Nlles East. Both 
triumphed, Deerfield 49-30 last Friday 
and Maine 59-54 in overtime six weeks 
back. 


Neither club carries a sparkling over- 


all record into tonight's important game. 
Maine is 74 and Deerfield 6-6. 


Whoever gets that seventh loss tonight 


could find itself relegated to the CSL's 
pile of dirty wash. And there's no guar- 
antee of coming clean.

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He Has "'-A Preference For Wood 


1 •. '^ 


THE FREE FORM PIECE htld by Ed Jlraiek is ropresan- 
tative of hit earlier work. In high ichool Jirasak was a 
wood patternmaker, but after six months of study at tho 


Art Institute of Chicago, the Arlington Heights artist 
decided he wanted to become an artist rather than en- 
ter the carpentry field.

Chipped out animated expressions on 


wooderf faces peer from the display 
cases at Arlington Heights Memorial Li- 
brary. People walking up the steps pause 
to look and admire, shift their load of 
books and then proceed about their busi- 
ness. 


On their way out they sneak another 


peak overMhelr shoulders, for the figures 
seem to expect it and even the smooth 
abstract forms devoid of facial features 
beckon extra attention with their natural 
shape and repose. 


The pieces of art are the work of wood 


sculptor Ed Jirasek of Arlington Heights. 


"There Is really an ancient feel to it," 


he said pointing out several pieces on 
display while explaining his preference 
for wood as an art medium. "The grain 
sometimes indicates that a piece may be 
over 150 years, old. Wood was one of the 
first media used to carve expressions." 


HOLDING UP smooth sweeping sculp- 


ture that represents his earlier work be- 
fore be became involved with figures and 
facial expressions, Jirasek^explained how 
he attempts to make each piece of wood 
express Itself by closely studying and fol- 
lowing the movement of the grain. 


"In other words," he said, "the par- 


ticular piece of wood determines the end 
result. 


"I like to say that a wood carver does 


what he. wants, but a wood sculptor does 
what-the wood wants. The right piece of 
wood always had expression already in 
it." 


And it is for these reasons that Jirasek 


uses only the simplest of hand knives 
and chisels in his work, never any power 
tools. 


"I ALWAYS have about 10 pieces of 


wood with different grains and texture 
ready to be cut," he said. 


"I begin by just chipping out slivers 


along one corner until the grain suggests 
a movement and shape. And this move- 
ment is what determines whether a piece 
will have a full face or be worked in 
smaller detail," he continued. 
. The -analysis often takes <long«r than 
the actual carving Itself. A knothole, for 
instance, might be chipped out to exhibit 
a natural bend in the wood, Jirasek ex- 
plained. Other times it becomes an In- 
tegral part of the sculpture itself. 
> 


Nothing is preplanned although the 


idea behind many of Jirasek's figures 
that appear biblical in nature is born of 
research. Also, the first thing carved in 
figures is always a nose.

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Arts And Business Get Together

HEW YORK (UPI)-Your daughter 


the ballet dancer strums a harp well. 
She's passable at writing poetry and 
painting portraits. When she talks about 
making her living in Iho arts, your stom- 
ach knots. You think of persons in your 
present or post, gifted in one or more of 
the arts. Few kept afloat financially 
doing "art." 


Or maybe the arts career dreamer at 


your house Is a son good at tho violin. He 
plays in a couple of longhair orchestras 
in tho community but for no pay. When 
he goes to the library he gets out books 
on conducting. "On the railroad, yes," 
you say, "conductors'make a living. But 
in music It's not a sound way for a fami- 
ly man to bring home the bacon." 


Your son or daughter may bo on the 


right track. A new era is at hand as busi- 
nesses, large and small, are getting their 
heads straight about the obligation* lo 
help support the arts. 


THIS UNLIKELY alliance of business 


and the arts Is what Alvln H. Reiss re- 
ports on In "Culture & Company" 
(Twayne). Reiss is editor and publisher 
of Arts Management, a newsletter. He 
also Is head of the Performing Arts Man- 
agement Institute. An earlier book, "Arts 
Management Handbook," is used as a 
college textbook. Ten years ago you 
didn't have people at college majoring In 
an esoteric thing like "arts manage- 
ment" 


Reiss features himself as a catalyst in 


the arts movement He Is peerless, as a 
matter of fact, when It comes to bringing 
arts and business together. He ..meets 
with business leaders and community 
art* groups •round the'eounlry. "'*" '**' 


He recently was told that bis book was 


"a great confirmation" for something 
Dayton Hudson of Minneapolis had In 
mind — and then did. The firm, with de- 
partment store operations In 28 states, 
has created a full-time executive job in 
the arts, a cultural affairs executive. 


"IT WASN"T too long ago that the con- 


cept of a business-arts alliance would 
have been viewed with disbelief by lead- 
ers in both fields," Reiss says. 


Ho estimates business pumps about $90 


million a year into arts, almost equally 
divided between contributions and adver- 
tising and related expenses. That was be- 
fore the partnership aspect developed. 
Even further support — mutually benefi- 
cial — Is bound to come. 


Last summer business and the arts 


provided a varied mixture in free cultur- 
al programs. Some samples cited by 
Reiss: 


—In Cleveland, the Central National 


Bank underwrote playground perform- 
ances by the Central Street Players. 


—In Arkansas, the Lion Oil Co. pro- 


vided gasoline for Artmoblle, a museum 
on wheels which toured the state. 


—In Salinas, Kan., local businesses 


funded and promoted Snowmobile, a van 
that toured city playgrounds and parks, 
giving performances. -, % 
,' 
—IN NEW YORK corporations helped 


bring joy to thousands through support of 
a wide range.of jazz, symphonic, pop 
music and dance programs in the city 
parks.

In many places business Is supporting 


arts programs. In which disadvantaged 
youngsters have a chance to paint, to 
sculpt and to moke films. 


Reiss says of this: "Involvement has 
1 given many of these boys and girls their 
* flrsf real sense of identity and achieve- 


ment" 


"That's because the nose is the far- 


thest protrusion,'1 he noted.

"IT'S A VSRY demanding practice." 


continued Jirasek, who works most eve- 
nings and weekends. "Once you begin to 
understand a piece, it is Important that 
you continue to work with it. There are 
times, however, that you have to stop. If 
your hands tighten up, for Instance, it's 
just too easy to make a mistake." 


i 
Finding good wood has become more 


and more of a problem for the sculptor 


• who frequents five or six lumber yards 


In the area searching for usable sawed 
off end pieces. 


He has no preference for any one kind 


• of wood. "All are totally different," he 


said. "All I'm doing is trying to enhance 
what is already there." 


And Jirasek, who has been working 


with wood for about 15 years, is as meti- 
culous about his techniques in finishing 
each piece as he is in the actual carving. 


j The smoothness, particularly notice- 


able with his free forms, suggests hours 
of polishing and sanding. However, Jira- 
sek prefers using a scraper rather than 
sandpaper. 


"I TRY NOT to use sandpaper at all," 


he said, "because while sandpaper can 


• make an object look smooth there is ac- 


tually grit that comes off and gets into 
the wood. This is particularly bad for 
porous pieces of wood. No, I would rath- 
er use a scraper for I can shave a piece 
just as smooth as if I had used sand- 
' paper." 


"But working with smoothness is not 


' the most important factor in my sculp- 
, taring anyhow," continued Jirasek. "I'm 


dealing with expression and creating re- 
flections." 


And sometimes, Jirasek explained, this 


is best accomplished by leaving some 
parts of the wood rough and untouched. 


He uses no varnish. A preservative 


' utilizing a formula handed down from old 
European wood carvers is applied and 
helps the wood to retain its natural 
shade. 


"I TRY TO let the wood continue to 


breathe," he said. "The pieces wouldn't 
. improve will; age otherwise." 


Wood sculpture by Ed Jirasek will con-

Gregory Jones, a black teenager in 


the mural program of the New York City 
Community Arts Workshop, told what it , 
meant: 


"At first it was kind of like an activity 


and I didn't dig it much. But now it's • 
more, like my work. Whenever I start 
something, I've got to finish it." 


Among the things Gregory has helped: 


giant murals adorning a housing project 
and a high school. 


REISS HAS SOME ideas of the form 


and shape the future arts-business al- 
liance might take. A resident poet for 
every corporation? Or a resident musical 
director? Or art for man's sake artist?' 
An orchestra or band in every factory of t 
every corporation? Poetry readings or' 
writings at coffee breaks? 


All kinds of directions are possible, ac- 


cording to Reiss. He even thinks super- 
markets might have television screens at 
checkout counters, each showing films 
promoting cultural events. - 
> 


How about corporate planners helping 


theater troupes and opera companies 
project their long-range goals? And what 
about lawyers and accountants volun-, 
tcering their services to fledgling arts/, 


• programs? And can't'department stores 
sponsor arts festivals? 


"It's all being done currently," Reiss 


says. Taking a bigger view, here are 
some projects he envisions:

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One piece of real estate In Washington, 


O.C., has changed hands 35 times, and 
each resident has added to, subtracted 
from and remodeled the interior so that 
It would hardly be recognizable to its 
rint tenants, the John Adamses, who 
moved in during November 1800. 


It Is the White House, designed by 


James Hoban, a little known architect 
from Charleston, W. Va. (formerly from 
Kilkenny, Ireland). He was awarded a 
$300 prize tor bis plan and he beat out a 
better known contemporary 
architect, 


Thomas Jefferson. Hnban'a original plan 
showed a Georgian bouse of three sto- 
ries, allowing for wings to be added lat- 
er, but the third story was lopped off by 
George Washington as an economy mea- 
sure. 


When the John Adams family moved 


in, the building was unfinished and only 
six rooms were inhabitable. The main 
stairway was not finished, there was no 
plumbing and the only heat was from 
open log fires. Since John Adams, 34 oth- 
er chiefs of state and their families have 
furnished or refurbished the home to suit 
their Individual tastes and lifestyles, and 
the saga of their doings makes fascinat- 
ing reading for an antlquer or history 
buff. 


DURING THE first several adminis- 


trations, the trend was to use furnishings 
then in vogue, sometimes with pleasing 
results, more often with a pseudo-foreign 
flavor which did not suit the classic lines 
of the building. Thomas Jefferson, with 
his Inventive genius and democratic prin- 
ciples, mixed architecture and politics to 
indicate equality for all He had a round 
dining table, so that no one sat "at the 
head," and he used an ingenious method 
of dumb waiters which disappeared into 
the walls. Thus, fewer servants were 
needed to attend the small informal din- 
ner parties ho favored. His unusual In- 
tellect embraced a world-of Interests, 
and one room of the White House was 
given over to a collection of prehistoric 
animal bones, shipped from the West by 
Lewis and Clark. 


The nation's meat famous "hostess 


with the mostess" has to bo Dolly Madi- 
son, a pace-setter socially during many 
administrations. She officiated for both 
widower Jefferson and'later during the 
reign of her husband, James. James was 
an Intense, preoccupied little man Mho 
disliked partita and official entertain- 
ments, but the undaunted Dolly made the 
White House the center of the life of tho 
city. She introduced a new delicacy, ice 
cream, to the table and was said to have 
rouged her checks, but that allegation 
was never proved. And she did, Indeed, 
as the history books say, save the Stuart 
portrait of George Washington from tho 
English invaders in 1812 by having It 
torn from its unwieldy frame and hidden, 
with other treasures, safe from the ene- 
my firing which completely gutted tho 
Interior of tho house. 


DOLLY SEIWED unofficially as con- 


sultant to White House entertaining well 
Into her 70s. She is said to have had a 
talent for always saving the right thing, 
and that she might draw out a shy young 
man by offering him a pinch of snuff 
from her lava stone snuff box, which she 
carried at all times. 


To the James Monroes fell the task of 


refurnishing the rebuilt White House in 
the fall of 1817. In order to speed things 
along, Monroe brought his own household 
furniture and sold It to the government 
for the minutely appraised sum of 
19,071.2214! Most of this was of the Louis 
Seize period, bought when he served as 
minister to France. At the end of his 
time, he took his furniture with him and 
refunded the entire amount to'the gov- 
ernment, but he left several beautiful 
pieces bought especially for the White 
House. They are on view today and in- 
clude the Minerva clock, the Hannibal 
clock, tho elaborate 13-foot plateau mir- 
ror for the dining table and many 
bronzes which still grace the mantels. 
Monroe had excellent taste. 


NEXT CAME John Qulncy Adams, 


who hod little use for show and left 
things pretty much as they were. It was 
Andrew Jackson who transformed tho 
dark, threadbare interior with furnish- 
ings both beautiful and fitting. The East 
room alone cost $10,000 for gilt chan- 
deliers, rich carpets and hangings. A din- 
ner set from Franco cost $4,000, and alto- 
gether during his two terms Jackson 
spent $50,000 on furnishings. The house 
was at tost fit for a king, lending Jack- 
son's detractors to label him "King An- 
drew," for his high-handed ways and 
rich living. 
• Unfortunately, Jacksonian constituents 
regularly made a shambles of the place 
by tramping across the carpets with 
muddy boots and snipping samples of the 
rich brocades to take home, where they 
were made Into souvenir pincushions. At 
his last reception before his term was 
over, Jackson served an enormous 
strong smelling chceso weighing 1400 
pounds, which tho public either ato on 
the spot or carried home wrapped In 
scraps of newspaper. It was said the 
odor of the cheese lingered for months, 
becoming an unwelcome inheritance for 
the next tenant, Martin Van Buren. Van 
Burcn auctioned off most of the Jackson 
furniture for $6,000 and had tho redeco- 
rating done in a simple, plain style. 


Most presidents and their ladies left 


their marks on the White House, but 
none spent more money on personal 
adornments than Mrs. Mary Lincoln. It 
seems she spent most of her time trying 
to hide her expenditures from Abe.

New Group With Sparkle

An unexpected 
change of events 


shaped Into an exceedingly delightful 
evening Tuesday at the ARLINGTON 
PARK TOWERS HOTEL. 


My Intentions were to dine In the TOP 


OF THE TOWERS and catch the first 
show by SATURDAY IN THE PARK, a 
group of seven young vocalists and must- 
clam who are currently the entertain- 
ment attraction In the elegant penthouse 
restaurant. 


Without prior announcement the sched- 


ule for th« week changed. When I 
learned there was no show, I decided to 
take my after-dinner drink downstairs In 
the TACK ROOM and hear HELEN 
HALL ft COMPANY. And that was a 
smart move. 


The group Is young, fresh, brand new 


and off to a tremendous start. Helen, 
who Is In her mid-twenties (she's a 19C9 
graduate of Drake University In DCS 
Molnes), has a natural and mesmerizing 
rapport that many performers even after 
years of experience have trouble devel- 
oping. 


And It's always a clear Indication that 


something good Is happening on stage 
when a relaxed group of conventioneers 
quit their joking to all back and listen. 


The vlvaclousneas of Helen's voice Is 


matched by her appearance which only 
goes to show that a sparkly Mary Tyler 
Moore image Is still popular and much 
more captivating and sexy than aloof so- 
phistication. 


The quartet opens with a few early 


Beatles numbers and Helen Is imme- 
diately on solid footing with an excellent 
backup by drummer and vocalist HAN- 
DY ESPESETII who, Incidentally, Is also 
her husband. 


Randy worked his way through the 


University of Washington by playing In 
rock and dance bands and In addition to 
his prowess on the drums Is also able to 
play the clarinet and cornet. 


Other members of the group include 


PAUL HERRMANN of Arlington Heights 
whose talent can be measured by solos 
on the guitar and banjo. The newest 
member of the company Is organist and 
pianist DAVID THIEL a recent graduate 
of De Paul University where he was tlio 
pianist for the school's jazz band. 


From more contemporary numbers, 


the four break Into a medley of oldies 
highlighted by "Second Hand Rose" and 
"Ma, lie's Making Eyes at Me." Even a 
little barbershop harmonizing is thrown 
In for extra variety. It's good too. 


Of course, I'm not taking anything 


away from Saturday In the Park. Anyone 
dining at the Top of the Towers should 
have the opportunity to catch the show.

Irene Ryan Savors That Applause

NEW YORK (UPI) - Irene Ryan, who 


had done just about everything in a long, 
long show business career except water 
circus elephants, didn't need the job in 
the Broadway musical hit, "Pippin," but 
when (ho offer came, she figured she had 
better take advantage of it. 


"I had never done a Broadway show," 


the sprightly little actress said, "and I 
thought that maybe Broadway show busi- 
ness wouldn't be around much longer, so I 
had better not miss this chance to see 
what it was like." 


What It Is like for Miss Ryan — actual- 


ly, she Is Mrs. Ryan, widow — Is a show- 
stopping ovation every performance at 
the Imperial Theater when she finishes 
her single appearance, an eight-minute 
stint featuring a song titled "No Time At 
All." 


"I created something of a problem," 


she said. "There was a lot of indecision 
before we opened in New York as to 
whether I should take a bow or do an 
encore. But that sort of thing, which used 
to be common in musicals, was cut out 
for the most part 25 years or more ago. 


"IT WAS decided that I shouldn't come 


out again; that the flow of the show 
should go on regardless of the applause. 
But I do stay In the wings after my exit 
to savor that applause as long as it 
lasts." 


It seems appropriate that In "Pippin" 


Miss Ryan is playing a grandmother 
since she is now irrevocably Identified by 
tho general public as a peppery little 
granny because of playing such a role 


for nine seasons in television's "The Be- 
verly Hillbillies." 
• But there was a lot of experience be- 
fore that television series — vaudeville, 
radio, movies, night clubs. 


At the age of 11, Irene Noblcttc began 


by singing songs In amateur contests In 
San Francisco. Later, she played many 
roles in stock companies and became a 
vaudeville hcadlincr as a partner of Tim 
Ryan, whom she married (Ryan died in 
1935). 


AS VAUDEVILLE began to vanish in 


the early 1930s, the Ryans were dis- 
covered by burgeoning radio, and they 
became household favorites with their 
"Tim and Irene" program.

Paar interviews three 
fascinating women 


Jack Paar takes his cameras and his curiosity on a visit with 


"Three Remarkable Women," airing as an ABC Television 
Network special Saturday, Jan. 20. Paar explores the diverse 
ways of life for Mary Martin in the jungles of Brazil* Ethel 
Kennedy at Hickory Hill in Virginia, and animal expert Jane 
Goodall in Tanzania, Africa. The documentary-style special 
was announced today by Edwin T. Vane, Vice President and 
National Program Director, ABC Entertainment. 


Ethel Kennedy, described by Jack Paar as "one of the 
• 


world's ten most admired women," has never been seen on 
any kind of interview before. Paar, a special family friend, 
takes viewers into the rough and tumble of life at Hickory 
Hill, a sprawling house in McLan, Va. and to th Kennedy 
compound at Hyannisport. 


After viewing happy scenes of Mrs. Kennedy and her 11 


children at tennis, touch football, sailing, ice skating, and ski- 
ing. Jack sits quietly with the active Ethel Kennedy for a re- 
vealing talk about her life, her children and her philosophy. 


Paar's second stop is in Tanzania, Africa to visit with Dr. 


Jane Goodall and her husband, photographer Hugo Van 
Lawick. Although they have been living in the bush country 
for eleven years, Jack finds them "among the most decent, 
civilized people I've ever met." 


The interview, filmed on the edge of the Serengeti Plain, 


features 3^-ycar-old Grub (cq) Van Lawick, an extraor- 
dinary child who has spent most of his life in the bush. Foot- 
age of rarely seen animals, and conversation about the unique 
aspects of life in this uncivilized place, indicate to a remark- 
able degree the kind of special existence Dr. Goodall and her 
family lead. 


In the third segment, Paar and his wife, Miriam, fly down 


to Brazil to visit with one of Broadway's leading lights-Mary 
Martin, The star and her husband, Richard Halliday have 
been residents in this remote area, more than a two-hour 
drive from Brazilia, for years, but two years ago they moved 
.there permanently. Jack calls their villa "one of the most 
beautiful homes I've ever been in.** 


Old friends, Jack asks Mary about Broadway, her memories 


of her first audition, and of lyricist Oscar Hammerstein. The 
vivacious staMurned-housewife is seen riding herd on horse- 
back, designing clothes which she sells in a boutique at a 
town nearby, performing with her pet poodle, gathering eggs 
from the thousands of hens they own and exulting over the 
size of their avocado crop.

NBC News will devote nine hours to coverage-most of it 


live, all of it in color-of the inauguration of President Nixon 
Saturday. Jan. 20, on the NBC Television Network. 


Co-anchoring the TV coverage will be NBC News corre- 


spondents John Chancellor and David Brinkley. NBC News 
will have 12 to 14 additional correspondents at important 
points in Washington to cover the day's events, and cameras 
positioned strategically at the White House, the Capitol, and 
along the route of the inaugural parade. 


During the beginning coverage, viewers will see the depar- 


ture of the President from the White House for the traditional 
journey to the Capitol, the President's taking of the oath of 
office (at approximately noon), and his inaugural address. ' 


The Presidential lunch with leaders of Congress at the 


Capitol is expected to follow. After that, the President will 
lead the inaugural cavalcade from the Capitol down Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue to the White House, where he will take his 
place on the reviewing stand and watch what is traditionally a 
three-hour parade with units from all of the states of the 
union. 


At intervals throughout the daytime TV coverage, NBC 


News will offer an "inauguration update," reviewing in cap- 
sule form the principal events up to that time. A number of 
special filmed reports, some of them historical, will supple- 
ment the live coverage.

development of a child. Unfortunately, they arc paired all too 
rarely/' says Dr. Gordon L. Berry, assistant dean in the 
University of the City of Los Angeles Graduate School of 
Education.

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Got That Achy Feeling? You May Be Catching The Flu

Cot that achy feeling' Your muscles 


hurt as If you Just decided to do your 
yoga exercises for the first time In a 
year last night? How about your throat 
— soro? 


If your answer to one or more of these 


questions Is yes, chances arc you cither 
have tho flu or arc well on your way to 
catching It. 


But oven If you don't feel good, >ou 


shouldn't feel alone. Though the Cook 
County Public Health Department re- 
ports only eight confirmed (laboratory) 
cases of A-2 Influenza (London and Asiat- 
ic strains) In the Chicago metropolitan 


area, reports from schools, businesses 
and hospitals in the Northwest suburban 
area, show that a lot of people arc home 
sick with what they call the flu. 


MANY OF THE hospitals In the area 


are crowded, but only some of the crowd- 
ing is due to people coming In with flu 
symptoms. Lutheran General Hospital in 
• Park Ridge "is full to capacity," accord- 
ing to a spokesman, but only some of this 
is due to the flu. "There are some people 
with certain chronic conditions who have 
been forced to come to the hospital be- 
cause of weakness due to the flu, how- 
ever," the spokesman said. 


At Alcxlan Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village, the story was about 
the same. "We now only have one of our 
medical-surgical beds available," said 
Robin Leach, director of public relations 
for the hospital. "However, we do not 
have people in our solarlums. Those we 
hold for emergency situations. 


"We do have a substantial percentage 


of patients here with what they term 
overlay of flu complications, upper respi- 
ratory, infections, pneumonia and gas- 
tritis," said Miss Leach. "Normally, the 
London flu itself doesn't bring people into 
the hospital. If there's a complication, 
that's when we'd see them," she ex- 
plained.

THE GROUP'S objections to the pro- 


posal are outlined in a statement pre- 
pared by Dave Potter, Chamber of Com- 
merce community betterment vice-presi- 
dent. 


"The busincsmen and women of the 


Buffalo Grove Chamber of Commerce 
have voted unanimously not to support 
that portion of the proposed plan of de- 
velopment for Buffalo Grove which In- 
cludes the establishment of a major busi- 
ness center in the area of Buffalo Grove 
Road and Rte. 83," the statement reads. 


Further, the consensus of opinion of 


the approximately 25 members of the 
chamber, according to the statement, is: 


• Commercial 
development , should 


continue along Dundee Road. 


• The location and relocation of a 


commercial center to a secondary artery 
(Buffalo Grove Road) would have a det- 
rimental effect on the businesses located 
there, due to the minimal flow of traffic. 


• The character and appearance of

The bill would Increase the funds avail- 


able to local elementary and high school 
districts by lowering the tax rate they 
must levy before they arc eligible for 
state aid by three cents. Sponsors esti- 
mated that the change would bring an 
additional $7 million to areas where ele- 
mentary and high schools are adminis- 
tered separately. 


Tho proposal, introduced by five legis- 


lators, Including Slate Sen. Cecil Partce, 
Democratic leader from Chicago, also 
would provide an additional $31 million 
to Chicago Public Schools and would in- 
crease the amount of state school aid 
provided for children from families with 
incomes of less than $3,000 a year. 


Tho total packages being sponsored by 


tho Democrats would provide $81.9 mil- 
lion in additional state aid to schools. 
Tho money would be available this 
school term If passed quickly by the leg- 
islature and approved by Gov. Dan Walk- 
er. 


Tho proposal to lower the tax rate re- 


quired of elementary and high schools to 
make them eligible for state aid has 
been strongly supported by Northwest 


suburban school officials for several 
years. The required rate, called the qual- 
ifying rate, is higher for districts that 
administer elementary and high schools 
separately than It is for unit districts, 
where all schools are run by a single 
board of education. 


The qualifying rate has been lowered 


twice in the past two years, providing 
extra money for suburban school sys- 
tems.

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Got That Achy Feeling? You May Be Catching The Flu 


by MARY HOULIHAN 


Got that achy feeling? Your muscles 


hurt as If you Just decided to do your 
yogn exercises for the first time in a 
ye«r last night? How about your throat 
— soro? 


If your answer to one or more of these 


questions Is yes, chances are you either 
have the flu or are well on your way to 
catching It. 


But even If you don't feel good, you 


shouldn't feel alone. Though the Cook 
County Public Health Department re- 
ports only eight confirmed (laboratory) 
cases of A-2 Influenza (London and Asiat- 
ic strains) In the Chicago metropolitan 


area, reports from schools, businesses 
and hospitals In the Northwest suburban 
area, snow that a lot of people are home 
sick with what they call the flu. 


MANY OF THE hospitals in the area 


are crowded, but only some of the crowd- 
ing Is due to people coming In with flu 
symptoms. Lutheran General Hospital in 
Park Ridge "Is full to capacity," accord- 
Ing to a spokesman, but only some of this 
Is due to the flu. "There are some people 
with certain chronic conditions who have 
been forced to come to the hospital be- 
cause of weakness due to the flu, how- 
ever," the spokesman sold. 


At Alcxlan Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village, the story was about 
the same. "We now only have one of our 
medical-surgical beds available," said 
Robin Leach, director of public relations 
for the hospital. "However, we do not - 
have people in our soloriums. Those we 
hold for emergency situations. 


"We do have a substantial percentage , 


of patients here with what they term 
overlay of flu complications, upper respi- 
ratory Infections, pneumonia and - gas- 
tritis," said Miss Leach. "Normally, the 
London flu itself doesn't bring people Into 
the hospital. If there's a complication, 
that's when we'd see them," she ex- 
plained. 


Though people may not be coming into 


the hospitals with the flu, they are stay- 
ing home. "Absenteeism Is up and it has 
been because of the flu," reported a 
spokesman for River Trails School Dlst. 
28 In "Mount Prospect. "But we don't 
know If it's the London flu because they 
don't go to the doctor." However, "we do 
have two known cases of the London flu 
from the Junior high school," the spokes- 
man said. 


THOUGH THE absenteeism in Pala- 


tine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 is not 
"alarming" at this time, "we are keep- 
ing tabs on it," said Deputy Supt. Joe 
Klsvka. From a spot check of the four 


junior high schools In the district, Kisvka 
reported about one or two per cent over 
the usual absentee rate at three of the 
schools. However, at Gray M. Sanborn 
School in Palatine, the absentee rate was 
unusually high, almost 10 per cent over 
the norm.

Racing Slate May Drive

The 1973 Illinois thoroughbred racing 


schedule has driven away one of Arling- 
ton Park's leading trainers, who says he 
may never race again in Illinois. 


Arnold Wlnlck, contacted by phone yes- 


terday In Hlalcah, Fla., where ho is now 
racing, said that he isn't alone In his 
feelings about racing in Illinois. He said 
ho doesn't know of any trainer who is 
planning to raco In the state this year. 


Wlnlck blamed the Illinois Racing 


Board for forcing him to stay in Florida 
year around, except for a possible trip to 
California's Hollywood Park. He said tho 
1073 racing schedule, which is to open 
April 10 at Arlington Park, prohibits turf 
racing because of the cold weather. All of 
the major races at Arlington arc run on 
the turf (a gran course) rather than tho 
dirt track. 


What's more, Wlnlck said he won't 


como to Illinois this year even if tho 1973 
schedule Is changed. 


JUDGE ROBERT DOWNING, Cook 


County Circuit Court, Is currently delib- 
erating on two law suits against the rac- 
ing board, one filed by Illinois Atty. Gen.

Transit Center Still In Works 
Clearing The

There is a need to clear the air about 


the Intentions of village officials in 
Schaumburg concerning an airport on Ir- 
ving Park Road. 


Despite what the neighbors say, offi- 


cials of the village arc not planning to: 


• Purchase Schaumburg Airport. 
• Extend tho 3,000-foot runway at that 


airport to accommodate commercial Jet- 
craft. 


• Bail the financially faltering local 


airport out of difficulty through use of 
village, state or federal funds. 


• Generate a personal profit through 


such an endeavor. 


• Willfully add to mounting air and 


noise pollution. 


• Endanger the health and safety of. 


area residents. 


• Keep their intentions from anyone 


interested in the future plannning of 
what, has been described as one of the 
fastest growing communities in Illinois. 


But the village hopes to establish a re- 


gional transportation center within its 
boundaries. An up-to-date general avia- 
tion airport is considered of prime im- 
portance to such an Installation. 


THEREFORE, village leaders have 


commissioned a study to determine the 
need for and advisability, from both 
practical and economic standpoints, of a 
munlclpally-owncd general aviation air- 
port. 


Planning for tho transportation hub 


will depend on results of the airport 
study, according to Mayor Robert 0. At- 
cher. Senior village trustee Raymond 
Kcsscll has headed a transportation in- 
vestigation committee. 


However, a feasibility study docs not 


necessarily make an airport a reality. 


Two-thirds funding for the in- 


vestigation Is available through the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration with money 
coming from a trust fund established by 
the Airport and Airways Development 
Act of 1970. 


Dollars involved represent taxes on 


aircraft and licensing that are paid by 
owner and operators. Also Included are 
taxes paid on commercial air travel tick- 
ets.. 


One-third of the cost, to be borne by 


tho village, would be recaptured through- 
a revenue bond issue in order to avoid 
taxpayer burden, officials say. 


Howard, Needles, Tammen and Ber- 


gcndoff, a Chicago consulting engineer- 
ing firm has been selected to perform 
the study. Their contract with the village 
is contingent on FAA approval for study 
funding through.

TUB CONSULTANTS also have been 


specifically instructed to survey not only 
the present airport but other appropriate 
sites' within or adjacent to the village. . •,- 


While Initial cost estimates for the .ex- 


amination ranged from 125,000 to 135,000' 
(with an additional percentage tacked on 
for environmental evaluation ofeach site 
Involved), the FAA' has also suggested 
Inclusion .-of. a ..comprehensive 'en- 


vironmental impact study usually re- 
quired Immediately prior to construction. 


Terms of the consultants' contract are • 


now being negotiated between village, 
FAA and Illinois Department of Aero- 
nautics personnel.

As an alternative, the village proposed 


the. study be completed in two phases. 
Need, feasibility and economic projec- 
tions would be Investigated first. Then, if 
results of that phase are positive, the en- 
vironmental impact statement, costing 
another $25,000 would follow. ' 


V i l l a g e officials have repeatedly 


stressed-there is really no' existing pro- 
posal. The village is attempting to do a 
feasibility study. That's all. 


Results-of the feasibility study will be 


subject to review at public hearings by 
anyone who either wants to object or 
support the resulting proposal. All testi- 
mony goes to the FAA for study prior to 
any construction fund grant. 


. DURING THE one-year functioning pe- 
riod of the village airport study com- 
mittee, Its members along with Atcher. 
have consistently called the current proj- 
ect as a feasibility study. 


The mayor feels a general aviation air- 


port is an asset to the community and 
has often expressed this feeling. 


With private airports closing through- ' 


out the state, he too fears Schaumburg 
Airport may fall by the wayside. 


Here is where Schaumburg officials 


differ from their counterparts in other 
suburban areas who discourage airport 
operations within their communities. 


But, Atcher and other community lead- 


ers stress the airport, should be village- 
owned, will never be a commercial de- 
pot.

School Aid BiU Would 
Increase Local Funding 


A stale school aid bill that would In- 


crcaso funds to local school districts was 
Introduced In the Illinois Senate yester- 
day by Democratic leaders. 


The bill would Increase the funds avail- 


able to local elementary and high school 
districts by lowering the tax rate they 
must levy before they arc eligible for 
state aid by three cents. Sponsors esti- 
mated that the change would bring an 
additional $7 million to areas where ele- 
mentary and high schools are adminis- 
tered separately. 


The proposal, introduced by five legis- 


lators. Including State Sen. Cecil Partcc, 
Democratic leader from Chicago, also 
would provide an additional $31 million 
to Chicago Public Schools and would In- 
crease the amount of state school aid 
provided for children from families with 
Incomes of less than $3,000 a year. 


The total packages being sponsored by 


the Democrats would provide $81.0 mil- 
lion in additional state aid to schools. 
The money would be available this 
school term if passed quickly by the leg- 
islature and approved by Gov. Dan Walk- 
er. 


The proposal to lower the tax rate re- 


quired of elementary and high schools to 
moke them eligible for state aid has 
been strongly supported by Northwest 


suburban school officials for several 
years. The required rate, called the qual- 
ifying rate, Is higher for districts that 
administer elementary and high schools 
separately than It is for unit districts, 
where nil schools are run by a single 
board of education. 


The qualifying rate has been lowered 


twice In the past two years, providing 
extra money for suburban school sys- 
tems.

Got That Achy Feeling? You May Be Catching The Flu 


by MAKY HOULIHAN 


Got that achy feeling? Your muscles 


hurt u If you Just decided to do your 
yoga exercUes for the first Umo In a 
year last night? How about your throat 
— •ore? 


If your answer to one or more of these 


questions Is yes, chances are you cither 
have the flu or are well on your way to 
catching It. 


But even If you don't feel good, you 


shouldn't feel alone. Though the Cook 
County Public Health Department re- 
ports only eight confirmed (laboratory) 
cases of A-2 Influenza (London and Asiat- 
ic strains) In the Chicago metropolitan 


area, reports from schools, businesses 
and hospitals in the Northwest suburban 
area, show that a lot of people are home 
tick with what they call the flu. 


MANY OF THE hospitals in the area 


are crowded, but only some of the crowd- 
Ing Is due to people coming In with flu 
symptoms. Lutheran General Hospital in 
Park Ridge "is full to capacity," accord- 
Ing to a spokesman, but only some of this 
is due to the flu. "There are some people 
with certain chronic conditions who have 
been forced to come to the hospital be- 
cause of weakness due to the flu, how- 
ever," the spokesman said. 


At Alexian Brothers Medical Center In 


Elk Grove Village, the story was about 
the same. "We now only have one of our 
medical-surgical beds available," said 
Robin Leach, director of public relations 
for the hospital. "However, we do not 
have people in our solariums. Those we 
hold for emergency situations. 
, 


"We do have a substantial percentage 


of patients here with what they- term 
overlay of flu complications, upper respi- 
ratory Infections, pneumonia and gas- 
tritis," said Miss Leach. "Normally, the 
London flu itself doesn't bring people into 
the hospital If there's a complication, 
that's when we'd see them," she ex- 
plained. 


Though people may not be coming into 


the hospitals with the flu, they are stay- 
ing home. "Absenteeism is up and it has 
been because of the flu," reported a 
spokesman for River Trails School Dlst 
26 in Mount Prospect "But we don't 
know if it's the London flu because they 
don't go to the doctor." However, "we do 
have two known cases of the London flu 
from the Junior high school," the spokes- 
man said: 
• THOUGH THE absenteeism in Pala- 
tine-Rolling Meadows Dist 15 Is not 
"alarming" at this time, "we are keep- 
ing tabs on it," said Deputy Supt. Joe 
Kisvka. From a spot check of the four 


junior high schools in the district, Kisvka 
reported about one or two per cent ever 
the usual absentee rate at three of the 
schools. However, at Gray M. Sanborn 
School in Palatine, the absentee rate was 
unusually high, almost 10 per cent over 
the norm. 


Unlike many school districts, figures 


on actual cases of flu among students 
were" non-existent in Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist. 54. "I have no figures," said' 
Jim Brlggs, director of special services. • 
But, "if there were a significant level, 
we'd know about it. The nurses would 
telLus," Brlggs said. 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 had a' 


slight increase in substitute teachers. 
Though the district usually uses only 
about 15 to 20 substitutes, the number 
needed in the last several days has been 
closer to 30, a spokesman reported. 


MOST BUSINESSES do not take a tal- 


ly of the number of employes who call in 
sick dally, but comments from nurses of 
medical departments at several firms re- 
veal that the flu is Just as prevalent 
among employes as among students. 
"It's been high," said Toni Paul, a nurse 
at Honeywell Inc. in Arlington Heights. 
"In fact, in taking a survey of just how 
many people I've sent home because of

JUDGE ROBERT DOWNING, Cook 


County Circuit Court, is currently .delib- 
erating on two law suits against the rac- 
ing board; one filed by Illinois Atty.

School Aid Bill Would 
Increase Local Funding 


A state school aid bill that would In- 


crease funds to local school districts was 
Introduced In the Illinois Senate yester- 
day by Dcnocratlc leaders. 


The bill would Increase the funds avail- 


able to local elementary and high school 
districts by lowering the tax rate they 
must levy before they arc eligible for 
state aid by three cents. Sponsors esti- 
mated that the change would bring an 
additional $7 million to areas where ele- 
mentary and high schools arc adminis- 
tered separately. 


The proposal, introduced by five legis- 


lators, including State Sen. Cecil Partcc, 
Democratic leader from Chicago, also 
would provide an additional $31 million 
to Chicago Public Schools and would ln-< 
crease tho amount of state school aid 
provided for children from families with 
incomes of less than $3,000 a year. 


Tho total packages being sponsored by 


tho Democrats would provide $81.9 mil- 
lion In additional state aid to schools. 
Tho money would be available this 
school term If passed quickly by tho leg- 
islature and approved by Gov. Dan Walk- 
er. 


Tho proposal to lower tho tax rate re- 


quired of elementary and high schools to 
make them eligible for state aid has 
been strongly supported by Northwest 


suburban school officials for several 
years. The required rate, called the qual- 
ifying rate, is higher for districts that 
administer elementary and high schools 
separately than it Is for unit districts, 
where all schools arc run by a single 
board of education. 


The qualifying rate has been lowered 


twlco in the past two years, providing 
extra money for suburban school sys- 
tems.

Got That Achy Feeling? You May Be Catching The Flu 


by MARY HOULIHAN 


Col that achy feeling? Your muscles 


hurt u If you Just decided to do your 
yoga exercises for the first time In a 
year last night? How about your throat 
— sore? 


If your answer to one or more of these 


questions is yes, chances are you cither 
have the flu or are well on your way to 
catching It. 


But even if you don't feel good, you 


shouldn't feel alone. Though the Cook 
County Public Health Department re- 
ports only eight confirmed (laboratory) 
cases of A-2 Influenza (London and Asiat- 
ic strains) in the Chicago metropolitan 


area, reports from schools, businesses 
and hospitals in the Northwest suburban 
area, show that a lot of people are home 
sick with what they call the flu. 


MANY OP THE hospitals in the area 


are crowded, but only some of the crowd- 
ing I* due to people coming in with flu 
symptoms. Lutheran General Hospital in 
Park Ridge "is full to capacity," accord- 
ing to a spokesman, but only some of this 
Is due to the flu. "There are some people 
with certain chronic conditions who have 
been forced to come to the hospital be- 
cause of weakness due to the flu, how- 
ever," the spokesman said. 


At Alexlan Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village, the. story was about 
the same. "We now only have one of our 
medical-surgical beds available,"'said 
Robin Leach, director of public relations 
for the hospital. "However, we-do not' 
have people in our solarlums. Those we 
hold for emergency situations. 


"We do have a substantial percentage 


of patients here with what they term 
overlay of flu complications, upper respi- 
ratory' Infections, pneumonia and gas- ' 
trills," said Miss Leach.,"Normally, the 
London flu itself doesn't bring people into 
the hospital. If. there's a complication, 
(hat's when we'd see them," she ex- 
plained. . 


Though people may not be coming into 


the hospitals with the flu, they are stay- 
Ing home. "Absenteeism is up and it has 
been because -of the flu," reported a 
spokesman for River Trails School Dist 
26 In Mount Prospect "But we -don't 
know If it's the London flu because they 
don't go to the doctor." However, "we do 
have two known cases of the London flu 
from the junior high school," the spokes- 
man said, - 
• THOUGH THE absenteeism in Pala- 
tine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 Is not 
"alarming" at this time, "we are keep- 
Ing tabs on it," said Deputy Supt. Joe 
Kisvka. From a spot check of the four 


, Junior high schools in the district, Kisvka 
reported about one or two per cent ever 
the usual absentee, rate at three of the 
schools. However, at Gray M. Sanborn 
School hi Palatine, the absentee rate was 
unusually nigh, almost 10 per cent over 
the norm. 
' Unlike many school districts, figures 
on actual cases of flu among students 
were non-existent In Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist. 54. "I have no figures,'1 said 
Jim Briggs, director of special services. 
But, "if there were a significant level, 
we'd know about it. The nurses would 
tell us," Briggs said. 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 had a 


slight increase in substitute teachers. 
Though the district usually use* only 
about 15 to 20 substitutes, the number 
needed in the last several days has been 
closer to 30, a spokesman reported. 


MOST'BUSINESSES do not take a tal- 


ly of'the number of employes who call in 
sick dally, but comments from nurses of 
medical departments at several firms re- 
veal that the flu is just as prevalent 
among employes as among students. 
"It's been high," said Tool Paul, a nurse 
at Honeywell Inc. in Arlington Heights. 
"In fact. In taking a survey of just how 
many people I've sent home because of

But 
pride should cease when it tends to over- 
ride common sense." She urges Mayor 
Atcher to consider the fate of all children 
in the district -and not sacrifice the 
schools for a hospital, but consider both. 


Study To Cost About $5,000 


An informal estimate shows a cost of 


$4,000 to $5,000 for a feasibility study on 
formation of a unit school district in the 
Village of Schaumburg. 


Formation of a unit district would 


mean Schaumburg's splitting off from 
Elementary School Dist. 54 and High 
School Dist. 211 which serves portions of 
other communities . inside Schaumburg 
Township. 


A written estimate has not yet been 


obtained, said a spokesman for Mayor 
Robert 0. Atcher, who proposed the 


study Dec. 12. Until one is received, said 
the spokesman, the village is considering 
$4,000 the rough estimate. 


When Atcher proposed the study, he

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Got That Achy Feeling? You May Be Catching The Flu 


by MARY HOULIHAN 


Cot that achy feeling? Your muscles 


hurt as If you Just decided to do your 
yoga exercises for the first time In a 
year last night? How about your throat 
— sore? 


If your answer to one or more of these 


questions Is yes, thances arc you either 
have (he flu or arc well on your way to 
catching It. 


But even If you don't feel good, you 


shouldn't feel alone. Though the Cook 
County Public Health Department re- 
ports only eight confirmed (laboratory) 
case* of A-2 Influenza (London and Asiat- 
ic strains) In the Chicago metropolitan 


area, reports from schools, businesses 
and hospitals In the Northwest suburban 
area, show that a lot of people are home 
sick with what (hey call the flu. 


MANY OF THE hospitals In the area 


are crowded, but only some of the crowd- 
Ing Is due to people coming In with flu 
symptoms. Lutheran General Hospital In 
Park Ridge "Is full to capacity," accord- 
Ing to a spokesman, but only some of this 
is due to the flu. "There are some people 
with certain chronic conditions who have 
been forced to come to the hospital be- 
cause of weakness due to the flu, how- 
ever," the spokesman said. 


At Alcxlan Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village, the story was about 
the same. "We now only have one of our 
medical-surgical beds available," said 
Robin Leach, director of public relations 
for the hospital. "However, we do not 
have people in our solariums. Those we 
hold for emergency situations. 


"We do have a substantial percentage 


of patients here with what they term 
overlay of flu complications, upper respi- 
ratory infections, pneumonia and gas- 
tritis," said Miss Leach. "Normally, the 
London flu itself doesn't bring people into 
the hospital. If there's a complication, 
that's when we'd see them," she ex- 
plained. 


Though people may not be coming Into 


the hospitals with the flu, they are stay- 
ing home. "Absenteeism Is up and it has 
been because of the flu," reported a 
spokesman for River Trails School Dlst. 
26 in Mount Prospect. "But we don't 
know if It's the London flu because they 
don't go to the doctor." However, "we do 
have two known cases of the London flu 
from the junior high school," the spokes- 
man said. 


THOUGH THE absenteeism in Pala- 


tine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 Is not 
"alarming" at this time, "we are keep- 
ing tabs on it," said Deputy Supt. Joe 
Kisvka. From a spot check of the four 


junior Ugh schools in the district, Kisvka 
, reported about one or two per cent ever 


the usual absentee rate at three of the 
schools. However, at Gray M. Sanborn 
School in Palatine, the absentee rate was 


• unusually high, almost 10 per cent over 


the norm. 


Unlike many school districts, figures 


on actual cases of flu among students 
were non-existent in Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist. 54 "I have no figures," said 
Jim Briggs, director of special services. 
But, "if there were a significant level, 
we'd know about It. The nurses would 
tell us," Briggs said. 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 had a 


slight Increase In substitute teachers. 
Though the district usually uses only 
about 15 to 20 substitutes, the number 
needed in the last several days has been 
closer to 30, a spokesman reported. 


MOST BUSINESSES do not take a tal- 


ly of the number of employes who call in 
sick daily, but comments from nurses of 
medical departments at several firms re- 
veal that the flu is just as prevalent 
among employes as among students. 
"It's been high," said Toni Paul, a nurse 
at Honeywell Inc. In Arlington Heights. 
"In fact, in taking a survey of just how 
many people I've sent home because of

Go* TViaf ,4c/iy Feeling? You May Be Catching The Flu 


by MAKY HOULIHAN 


Got that achy feeling? Your muscles 


hurt as If you Just decided to do your 
yoga exercises for the first time In a 
year lost night? How about your throat 
— sore? 


If your answer to one or more of these 


questions is yes, chances arc you cither 
have the flu or are well on your way to 
catching It. 


But even If you don't feel good, you 


shouldn't feel alone. Though the Cook 
County Public Health Department re- 
ports only eight confirmed (laboratory) 
cases of A-2 Influenza (London and Asiat- 
ic strains) In the Chicago metropolitan 


area, reports from schools, businesses 
and hospitals in the Northwest suburban 
area, show that a lot of people are home 
sick with what they call the flu. 


MANY OF THE hospitals in the area 


are crowded, but only some of the crowd- 
Ing is due to people coming in with flu 
symptoms. Lutheran General Hospital in 
Park Ridge "Is full to capacity," accord- 
ing to a spokesman, but only some of this 
is due to the flu. "There are some people 
with certain chronic conditions who have 
been forced to come to the hospital be- 
cause of weakness due to the flu, how- 
ever," the spokesman said. 


At Alexian Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village, the story was about 
the same. "We now only have one of our 
medical-surgical beds available," said 
Robin Leach, director of public relations 
for the hospital. "However, we do not 
have people In our solariums. Those we 
hold for emergency situations. 
v 
"We do have a substantial percentage 


of patients here with what they term 
overlay of flu complications, upper respi- 
ratory Infections, pneumonia and - gas- 
tritis," said Miss Leach. "Normally, the 
London flu itself doesn't bring people into 
the hospital If there's a complication, 
that's, when we'd see them," she ex- 
plained. 


Though people may not be coming Into 


the hospitals with the flu, they are stay- 
ing home. "Absenteeism is up and it has 
been because of the flu," reported a 
spokesman for River Trails School Dist 
23 in Mount Prospect "But we don't 
know if it's the London flu because they 
don't go to the doctor." However, "we do 
have two known cases of the London flu 
from the junior high school," the spokes- 
man said. 
, 


THOUGH THE absenteeism in Pala- 


tine-Rolling Meadows Dist. IS is not 
"alarming" at this time, "we are keep- 
ing tabs on It," said Deputy Supt Joe 
Kisvka. From a spot check of the four 


junior high schools In the district, Kisvka 
reported about one or two per cent ever 
the usual absentee rate at three of the 
schools. However, at Gray M. Sanborn 
School In Palatine, the absentee rate was 
unusually high, almost 10 per cent over 
the norm. 
- 


Unlike many school districts, figures 


on actual cases of flu among students 
were non-existent in Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist. 54, "I have no figures," said 
Jim Briggs, director of special services. 
.But, "if there were a significant level, 
we'd know about it. The nurses would 
tell us," Briggs said. 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 bad a 


slight increase in substitute teachers. 
Though the district usually uses only 
about 15 to 20 substitutes, the number 
needed in the* last several days has been 
closer to 30, a spokesman reported. 


MOST BUSINESSES do not take a tal- 


ly of the number of employes who call in 
sick daily, but comments from nurses of 
medical departments at several firms re- 
veal that the flu is just as prevalent 
among employes as among students. 
"It's been high," said Tonl Paul, a nurse 
at Honeywell Inc. in Arlington Heights. 
"In fact, in taking a survey of just how 
many people I've sent home because of

The school had 
been scheduled for completion Jan. 1, but 
the deadline was later pushed back to 
mid-March and then to mid-May and now 
stands at Juno I. 


Although Al Berg, the general con- 


tractor, said ho was ahead of the con- 
struction schedule submitted In Decem- 
ber, the school board members ex- 
pressed concern that the schedule was 
unrealistic and the building would not be 
ready for summer school. 


IN DISCUSSIONS with the board mem- 


bers, Grant Terrell, representing the dis- 
trict's architect for the project, told the 
board, "I haven't changed my opinion 
that you won't have your school In time 
for summer school." He suggested that 
the board get commitments from the 
general contractor that he will get the 
areas of construction that arc holding up 
other contractors under way so progress 
can be made. 


Berg contended that progress was 


being made although some construction 
time was lost in the last 30 days because 
of cold weather. Ho added that in some 
areas, work was ahead of schedule. In a 
letter addressed to Board Pros. Harry 
Peterson, Berg sold work on the school 
continued through the Christmas holi- 
days to keep up progress on the building. 


Berg said he felt that Juno 1 com- 


pletion date given In the latest schedule 
could be met, and the school district 
should be able to move In school equip- 
ment and furniture by the end of May. "I 
predict the board will sec an awful lot of 
progress in the next 4k months," he 
said. 


JACK O'HARA. electrical contractor, 


said that for the building to be ready for

A state school aid bill that would in-

The bill would Increase the funds avail- 


able to local elementary and high school 
districts by lowering the tax rate they 
must levy before they arc eligible for 
state old by three cents. Sponsors esti- 
mated that the change would bring an 
additional $7 million to areas where ele- 
mentary and high schools are adminis- 
tered separately. 


The proposal, Introduced by five legis- 


lators. Including State Sen. Cecil Partcc, 
Democratic leader from Chicago, also 
would provide an additional $31 million 
to Chicago Public Schools and would in- 
crease the amount of state school aid 
provided for children from families with 
incomes of less than $3,000 a year. 


The total packages being sponsored by 


the Democrat* would provide $81.0 mil- 
lion In additional state aid to schools. 
Tho money would be available this 
school term If passed quickly by the leg- 
islature and approved by Gov. Dan Walk- 
er. 


Tho proposal to lower the tax rate re-

Got that ichy feeling? Your muscles 


hurt as If you just decided to do your 
yoga exercises for the first lime in a 
year last night? How about your throat 
— sore? 


If your answer to one or more of these 


questions li yes, chances are you either 
have the flu or are well on your way to 
catching It 


Out even If you don't feel good, you 


shouldn't feel alone. Though the Cook 
County Public Health Department re- 
ports only eight confirmed (laboratory) 
cases of A-2 Influenza (London and Asiat- 
ic strains) In the Chicago metropolitan 


area, reports from schools, businesses 
and hospitals in the Northwest suburban 
area, show that a lot of people are home 
sick with what they call the flu. 


MANY OP THE hospitals in the area 


are crowded, but only some of the crowd- 
ing is due to people coming in with flu 
symptoms. Lutheran General Hospital hi 
Park Ridge "Is full to capacity," accord- 
Ing to a spokesman, but only some of this 
is due to the flu. "There are some people 
with certain chronic conditions who have 
been forced to come to the hospital be- 
cause of weakness due to the flu, how- 
ever," the spokesman said. 


At Alcxlan Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village, the story was about 
the same. "We now only have one of our 
medical-surgical beds available," said 
Robin Leach, director of public relations 
for the hospital. "However, we do not 
have people In our solariums. Those we 
hold for emergency situations. 


"We do have a substantial percentage 


of patients here with what they term 
overlay of flu complications', upper respi- 
ratory infections, pneumonia and gas- 
tritis," said Miss Leach. "Normally, the 
London flu itself doesn't bring people into 
the hospital If there's a complication, 
that's when we'd see them," she ex- 
plained.

The petition will indicate whether the

A member of the plan commission and 
tho citizens action committee against 
flooding, Breyer Is a past president of 
tho Northgato Civic Association. He Is a 
comptroller with Michael Reese Hospital- 
Medical Center In Chicago and has lived 
in Arlington Heights three years. Brcycr, 
30, says ho believes locating a major of- 
fice building downtown may be the key 
to business district redevelopment. 


• llalilor Carton Jr., 1003 E. Euclid 


Avc. A salcman with Scars Roebuck and 


Co., he has lived In Arlington Heights for 
25 years. Carlson, 51 says he does not 
think village' problems have been very 
serious compared with those in other 
communities.

For 253-Unit Condominium 
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The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion has rejected plans for a 253-unlt con- 
dominium development on 18 acres in the 
Surrey Ridge West subdivision. 


The proposed site, already zoned for 


multifamlly development under a specif- 
ic plan, is surrounded'on three sides by 
singe-family homes. 
t ,*' - 


Residents had complained' about being 


faced with four-story buildings on the 
property as well as chronic flooding 
problems in the subdivision. 


The 
proposed 
developer, Fidelity 


Builders, bought the IB-acre parcel from 
Miller Builders, the original developer of 
Surrey Ridge West. Fidelity had sought a 
change from the original apartment plan 
approved for Miller. 


FIDELITY'S-proposal called for three 


four-story, T-shaped buildings and four 
smaller, two-story buildings. All the units 
are to be condominiums priced at about 
$40,000. 


A plan presented by Village Planner 


Joe Kesler to build five-story buildings 
and locate them closer to the middle of 
the property, away from the single-fam- 
ily homes, was rejected by the builder 
because of cost. 


Five-story buildings must be of com- 


plete fireproof construction, which Fidel- 
ity said would add about $5,500 to the 
cost of each condominium unit. 


Howard Borde, attorney for the devel- 


oper, criticized the plan commission for,

Pioneer Park Residents Rip 'Rotvdies' 


More than 50 residents from the Pio- 


neer Park neighborhood in Arlington 
Heights met Wednesday with police and 
local officials to complain about rowdy 
youth In the area. 


Included in the complaints were that 


youth drag race, drink, use narcotics and 
neck In and around the park. Residents 
also said that youth harass people walk- 
Ing through the pnrk. 


Some residents suggested that a reme- 


dy to their problem is to statilon police- 
men at every park. 


Both Kay Muller, park board commis- 


sioner, and Sgt. Jack Weber of the police 
traffic division were opposed to adding 
' more police to tho parks. 


"It seems to mo that some people arc 


more Interested In moving the problem 
than solving it, police can't watch the 
kids every second," said Mrs. Muller. 
"We should have social workers or pro- 
grams to get kids involved with keeping 
up the park Instead of more policing." 


"I wish residents would get as excited 


about getting social workers In the park 
as they arc about posting no parking 
sign* on tho street," she said. A resident 
suggestion that no-parking signs bo in- 
stalled around tho park to keep it from 
becoming a "lovers lane." 


SGT. PAUL Buckholz, head of the Ar- 


lington Heights Police Department youth 
division, however, said he would rather 
see youth "parking" around Pioneer 
Park than in a forest preserve where 
less lighting makes for more danger. 


Sgt. Weber said he is well aware of the 


problems in the Pioneer Park area. 


"Naturally there's going to be more 


problems around parks because there 
arc more people congregating around 
them," he said. 


He also .said that horseplay between 


kids can't be stopped, but violations of 
the law should be reported. 


"We shouldn't indict youth for getting" 


together, they have a right to be in the 
parks too," said Weber. 


"However, if residents see crimes in 


progress, they should call the police," he 
said. . 


SOME RESIDENTS in the meeting 


' said they had called the police but that• 
no action was token. One resident said 
that In one case a policeman had refused 
to get out of his car to quiet rowdy 
youth. 


Other residents said they "didn't want 


to get involved" or didn't want to be 
known as "chronic complainers" at the

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Bylaw Changes For School Caucus

The School Dlst. 21 General Caucus 


made two significant changes In Its by- 
laws Wednesday night In an effort to 1m- 
prove caucus operations. 


The changes will allow the caucus dele- 


gates to endorse one extra candidate be- 
yond the number of school board seats lo 
be filled, and will allow for election of 
caucus officers In April Instead of 
January. 


The first change resulted from a situ- 


ation last year In which the vote on two 
candidates was deadlocked for 13 ballots. 
Caucus Chairman Nancy SUbcrman said 
the change has been made because last 
year "it was obvious that (Ben) Herman 
and (Ray) Nlro were both well-quali- 
fied." Herman was finally selected, and 
Nlro decided not to run without caucus 
support. 


Herman was subsequently defeated In 


the school election by Jack Lane, inde- 
pendent candidate. 


THE NEW rule will allow the caucus 


to select four candidates for the three 
positions that will be open in the April 
election, If the delegates feel the extra 
person Ls also qualified. 
,. 


The new caucus officer election date 


eliminates changing of officers in the 
midst of caucus operations. The same 
officers will now be in charge from the 
end of one election through the next. 


Although there had been suggestions 


that the caucus screen candidates and 
endorse all who were qualified, Mrs. Sll- 
bcrmnn said that would defeat the pur- 
pose of the caucus. 


She said she was very disappointed in 


the turnout at the caucus meeting 
Wednesday. Of 17 possible schools that 
could hove sent delegates from parents' 
organizations, only 12 were represented. 
A total of 21 organizations were present, 
with six delegates elected nt-lnrge. 


WITH A TOTAL of 27 delegates, 14 


votes will be required for approval when 


School Aid Bill Would 
Increase Local Funding 


A state school aid bill that would In* 


crease funds to local school districts was 
Introduced In the Illinois Senate yester- 
day by Dcnocratlc leaders. 


The bill would Increase the funds avail- 


able to local elementary and high school 
districts by lowering the lax rate they 
must levy before they arc eligible for 
state aid by three cents. Sponsors esti- 
mated that the change would bring an 
additional $7 million to areas where ele- 
mentary and high schools are adminis- 
tered separately. 


The proposal, Introduced by five legis- 


lators, Including State Sen. Cecil Partcc, 
Democratic leader from Chicago, also 
would provide an additional $31 million 
to Chicago Public Schools and would In- 
crease the amount of state school aid 
provided for children from families with 
Incomes of less than $3,000 a year. 


The total packages being sponsored by 


the Democrats would provide $81.9 mil- 
lion in additional state aid to schools. 
The money would be available this 
school term If passed quickly by the leg- 
islature and approved by Gov. Dan Walk- 
er. 


The proposal to lower the tax rate re- 


quired of elementary and high schools to 
make them eligible for state aid has 
been strongly supported by Northwest 


suburban school officials for several 
years. The required rate, called the qual- 
ifying rate, is higher for districts that 
administer elementary and high schools 
separately than it is for unit districts, 
where all schools are run by a single 
board of education. 


The qualifying rate has been lowered 


twice in the post two years, providing 
extra money for suburban school sys- 
tems.
